Mr, 
Pearson himself is more often mentioned than 
any other person as his own successor, and very 
earnest efforts are being made by New- Yorkers 
who do not regard the Postmastership as a 
olitical office to secure his retention « Mr. 
leveland. State Senator Daly is understood 
to be very anxious to assume the manage- 
ment of the Post Office, but it is not 
believed here that the President will feel 
obliged to nominate him. A good many per- 
sons are supposed to be willing to step into 
the shoes of Collector Robertson, and assume 
control of the Custom House. The portly Hu- 
bert O. Thompson is always spoken of when the 
Collector-hip is mentioned, and there are many 
who expect to see him named for that position. 
His intimate friends, however, declare that he 
has uot announced himself as a candidate 
for Collector, and they do not know 
whether he wants the place or not.

A THRICE SIGNED PENSION BILL. 

An illustration of the confusion which 
attends legislation in the closing hours of Con- 
gress is found in the history of one of the pri- 
vate pension bills which passed the Senate dur- 
ing the night of March2. It was a House bill 
giving a pension to Mrs. Amanda Allen, the 
mother of.a soldier of the One Hundred and 
Fifty-fourth Regiment, New-York Volunteers. 
Page 2,852 of: the Congressional Record shows 
that a message was received by the Senate 
from the House stating that the Speaker 
had signed an enrolled bill granting a pen- 
sion to Amanda Allen, and that the measure 
was thereupon signed by the President of the 
Senate. On page 2,859 of the Record is recorded 
a similar message and the sienature of the same 
bill by Mr. Edmunds. The next page shows for 
the third time that a bill giving a pension to 
Amanda Allen was signed by the Speaker and 
the President of the Senate. Several cases are 
on record in which during the hurry of the last 
hours of a session bills have been enrolled and 
signed in duplicate, but this is believed to be 
the first instance’ in the history of Congress 
when the same bill has been enrolled and signed 
three times. Mrs Amanda Allen will only get 
One pension. 





DEATH OF MAMBRINO PATCHEN. 
LExINGTON,. Ky., March 6.—The cele- 
brated sire: of trotters, Mambrino Patchen, a 
full. brother of Lady Thorn, died here to-day 
from the rupture of a blood vessel. He was a 
black stallion, foaled in 1852, bred and owned by 
Dr. L. Herr, of Lexington, Ky. He was sired by 
Mambrino Chief, and his dam (Lady Thorn’s 
dam) was by Gano, second dam bya son of Sir 
Wilnam. His best record, 2:524, was made in 
the first heat of a race at atertown, N. Y., 
Sept. 18, 1867, in which he was beaten by Plym- 
outh Rock. He was the sire of 14 borses now in 
the 2:30 class. His fastest son is London, 2:20%. 
Among his other get of note are Kate Middle- 
ton, 2:23; Mambrino Kate, 2:24; the Jewess, 
2:26; Mambrino Boy, 2:26: Jessie Dixon, 2:27;

A DEAD DOG CAUSES TWO MURDERS. 

LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., March 6.—William 
B. Corbin and John H. Gaines, of Gainesville, 
Boone County, Ky., met at the small town of 
Grant, in that county, about five miles south of 
the Ohio River, yesterday afternoon. Some 
trouble existed between the young men, result- 
ing from the shooting of Corbin’s dog by an em- 
ploye of Gaines. Corbin had demanded some 
compensation from Gaiues for the dead animal, 
which he refused to give. Yesterday the dis- 
pute was renewed, andin a few minutes both 
men were firing their revolvers at short range. 
After several shots had been exchanged Corbin 
fell dying, put not before he had lodged three 
bullets in Gaines’s body. Gaines died last night. 
Several friends of the fighters were present at 


the shooting, bit they concerned themselves 
chiefly in getting out of range. 








POSSIBILITIES IN TROTTING. 
Cuicaco, March 6.—The Chicago Horse- 
man will publish to-morrow a paper prepared 
by Gen. J. S. Brisbin, United States Army, re- 
viewing the trotting performances of American 
horses during the past 40 years. Gen. Brisbin 
thinks neither Maud §, nor Jay-Eye-See will re- 


duce their records this year, but believes new 
horses will appear on the turf, and that the rec- 
ord will be reduced three or four seconds, possi- 
bly from 2:0934 to 2:06. The General thinks the 
increased speed of American trotting horses is 
due mainly to better breeding, better training, 
better driving, improvements in bits, and im- 
proved tracks and sulkies. He says our trotters 
will ultimately attain a speed of a mile in two 
minutes, and that we will probably reach it 
within the next 10 years. 








A HOTEL ON FIRE. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, March 6.—About 1:30 
o’clock yesterday morning fire was discovered 
issuing from the old Nora House, at Oskaloosa. 
The fire caught. the adjciningjbuilding, a grocery 
store. The groceries were removed, but the roof 
was entirely destroyed.

COMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS. 





GEN. BLACK, OF ILLINOIS, APPOINTED TO 
SUCCEED COL. DUDLEY. 
Cuicaao, March 6.—‘* What do I think of 
the Cabinet?” said Gen. John C. Black, of Dan- 
ville, as he sat this afternoon, surrounded by the 
members of the Thirty-seventh Illinois Kegi- 
ment, gathered in their first annual reunion. 
“Tam disposed to think highly of the members, 
especially the Secretary of the Interior. He 
notified me to-day of my appointment as Com- 


missioner of Pensions. Of course I accepted. 
The telegrams that passed between us were two, 
and were as follows:

WASHINGTGN. D. C., March 6. 
To Gen. J. OC. Black, Palmer House, Chicago: 

The President thinks your official connection with 
his Administration will contribute to its success, and 
desires me to ascertain if you will assume the duties 
of Commissioner of Pensions.

CHICAGO, Ill., March 6. 
To L. Q. C. Lamar, Secretary of the Interior:

“The office was unsolicited so far as I/know,” 
continued Gen. Black, “‘and I feel that under 
the circumstances it is my duty to accept the 
position. Of course lam out of the Senatorial 
contest at Springfield, and have been since my 
letter announcing my withdrawal.” 


John Charles Black, the new Commissioner of 
Pensions, was born at Lexington, Mo., in Janu- 
ary, 1839. He graduated at Wabash College, 
Indiana, and shortly afterward entered the 
army, serving in the Thirty-seventh Illinois, 
and coming out of the army in 1865 as 
a Brevet Brigadier-General. Gen. Black 
studied law in the office of Gookins 
& Roberts, Chicago, and was admitted 
to practice after his military service was ended. 
His home is at Danville. He has taken an active 
part in Democratic politics, and has frequently 
been honored by nominations for office when 
the office was out of sight of his party. In this 
way he has made several Congressional races in 
the Danville district, being the nominee of 
his party last Fall. Gen. Black was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Lieutenant-Governor in 
1872, and when Gen. Logan was sent to the Sen- 
ate in 1879 Black was the Democratic caucus 
nominee. He was a Delegate at Large tothe last 
Democratic National Convention, before which 
an attempt was madeto put him in nomination 
for the Vice-Presidency, which he prevented.

ANOTHER DEMOCRAT DECIDES TO LEAVE 
THE CAUCUS NOMINEE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Tl., March 6.—When the 
Senate entered the House to take partin the 
joint convention to-day President pro tem. 
Campbell jointly presided with Speaker Haines, 
Lieut.-Gov. Smith having been called to Chicago. 
The Democratic members other than Streeter 
and Haines did not answer the roll call, which 
showed 27 Senators and 71 House members pres- 
ent, a total of 98. Ontheroll call for Senator 
neither the Republicans nor Democrats voted 
except Haines, who named Richard Bishop. The 
Speaker was about to announce the result 


when Senator Streeter arose and asked leave 
to explain his vote. Streeter then turned to 
the emocratic side of the House, which 
showed the same nervous expectancy that 
marked it when Haines began his speech on 
Wednesdav. Hesaid that he had become tired 
of this long fight, and believed the time had come 
forachange. He denounced caucuses, declared 
that he had other backers who would support 
him, and concluded his speech by making the 
promised bolt from Morrison to Gen. Black. 
Some applause greeted this announcement, but 
there were decided murmurs of disapproval on 
the Democratic side of tne house. Several of 
the members had put questions to Streeter, to 
which he retorted sharply, and they were in very 
bad humor, Haines announced the result as one 
vote for Bishop and one for Black. ‘The joint 
convention then adjourned till noon to-morrow.

10W.A’S RIVAL AUDITORS. 

Des Moines, Iowa, March 6.—The pict- 
uresqueness of the war between the Governor 
and State Auditor was again maintained to-day. 
The Auditor waived examination on his two 
former arrests, and was rearrested for barr- 
ing the Governor from his office  yester- 
day, but the Justice said he could not 
find that this was a _ statuary offense, 
and therefore released him. Mr. Brown’s at- 
terneys submitted a paper to Auditor Cattell to- 
day 1n which the differences are set out succinct- 
ly, and the sections of the constitution under 
which Brown maintains possession.

GRANVILLE AND BISMARCK 


THE ENGLISH EARL REPLIES TO 

THE GERMAN CHANCELLOR. 

HE DENIES HAVING PUBLISHED CONFIDEN- 
TIAL DISPATCHES AND SAYS BISMARCK 
MISUNDERSTOOD HIS REMARKS, 

Lonpon, March 6.—Earl Granville, Min- 

ister for Foreign Affairs, delivered a long speech 

in the House of Lords this evening about the 

Bismarck controversy. He said that it was now 

more than ever before to the interests of Ger- 

many and England that the relations between 
the two Governments should be good, because 
it was at the time when both were about to 
meet each other in all parts of the world. 

“While each power will maintain its rights, 

both ought to advance,” continued the speaker, 

**in their common work ot extending commerce 

and civilization in a spirit of candid co-opera- 

tion.” 

Earl Granville said he felt it would be unbe- 

coming for him to make a full reply here to 

Prince Bismarck’s speech in the Reichstag on 

Monday, because Prince Bismarck had raised 

several points concerning a number of written 

communications which had been exchanged and 
anumber of dispatches which had been pub- 
lished in a blue book before being delivered, 
and had declared that dispatches had been pub- 
lished which ought never to have been pub- 
lished. ‘I hope,’ said Earl Granville, ** to make 
such a statement inthe regular way to Prince 

Bismarck as shall show him that the above 

points may bear a very different color. I 

sincerely regret that the speech I made in the 

House of Lords, under pressure of a severe party 


attack, should have annoyed Prince Bismarck, 
who evidently labored under a misconception. 
The Duke of Richmond had attacked the Gov- 
ernment, saying: ‘Your own papers show the 
Egyptian policy to be bad, and a great foreign 
statesman condemns it.’ I retorted that the 
Duke of Richmond had no occasion to complain 
of Prince Bismarck’s disapproval because we 
failed to follow the very triendly advice—we 
ought, perhaps, to bave said opinion—which 
Prince Bismarck gave the previous and 
present Government to _ take Egypt. I 
added that I presumed he did no®f ex- 
pect us to abandon all liberty of action 
in our foreign and colonial policy. The thrust 
was aimed at the Duke of Richmond, not at 
Prince Bismarck. The latter, to my great re- 
gret, construed this as having a meaning which 
I positively assert does not attach toit. Prince 
Bismarck also complained of my incorrectly 
describing his advice, or rather opinion, which, 
even if true, I had no right to mention, because 
it was most confidential. Now, regarding the 
words ‘take Egypt.’ I ought probably to 
have used a better phrase if had 
spoken from written notes, although the 
words were certainly applicable to annex- 
ation, a protectorate, or even to occupa- 
tion. Nobody would regret more and nobody 
would be otered more by a breach of confi- 
dence than myself. I did not mean to refer to 
those private and friendly communications de- 
scribed by Prince Bismarck in the Reichstag, but 
to subsequent declarations which were not con- 
fidential, and which appeared to me to 
express Germanv’s former, if not’ her 
present hope, that England would _ repre- 
sent Europe’s interests in Egypt for the 
tuture. My object is not to defend myself, but 
to correct the misapprehensions which are in- 
evitable when important utterances are tele- 
graphed incorrectly, as frequeutly happens, be- 
tween the capitals of Europe. No country 
more fully and cheerfully appreciates Germany's 
immensely important position in Europe than 
does England.” 

* All my efforts,” said Lord Granville, in con- 
clusion, ** will be exerted in favor of the concili- 
atory policy which Prince Bismarck has sketched 
out.’’ He denied that he had published confi- 
dential matter communicated by Prince Bis- 
marck. The German Chancellor, he said, must 
have misunderstood him, for England, beyond 
any other nation, was gratified at Germany’s 
greatness, and would spare no efforts to retain 
the friendship now existing between the two 
Governments. 

Count He: bert Bismarck visited the Prince ot 
Wales to-day. He was charged with the convey- 
ing of a special communication to the effect 
that the Emperor William was desirous of 
maintaining cordial relations between the 
statesmen of England and those of Ger- 
many. Count von Mtinster, the German 
Ambassador, had a conference with Earl Gran- 
ville, at which he is reported to have given as- 
surance that Prince Bismarck was exerting his 
influence to induce M. de Giers, the Russian Min- 
ister of Foreien Affairs, to agree to a simultane- 
ous withdrawal of Russians and Afghans from 
the disputed frontier outposts,

Dumur, Presiding Judge of the Police Tribunal 
of Lausanne, was made to-day. M. Dumur was 
presiding over a civil trial in the Police Tribu- 
nal. The defendant, M. Chavan, while the case 
wasin progress drew a revolver, and, pointing it 
at the Chief-Judge, fired. He had no sooner 
done so than Geardon, the Clerk of the Tribunal, 
and Blanchard, the usher, sprang upon him and 
attempted to disarm him. He succeeded in 
emptying his revolver in the attack he made up- 
on Geardon and Blanchard before he was over- 
powered and disarmed. M. Dumur was not 
struck by the bullet fired at him; but the clerk 
and the usher were badly wounded. After being 
placed under arrest Chavan said he was not 
sorry for what he had done, and declared that he 
had gone into the tribunal with the intention of 
killing the President and all the other Judges. 


Rome, March 6.—In the Chamber of Dep- 
uties to-day the bill leasing State railways to 
private companies, which has been under dis- 
cussion three months, and which has met with 
unprecedented opposition, was adopted by a 
vote of 226 to 203. sae 
Signor Mancini, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
will submit the Egyptian convention of the 
powers to the Chamber of Deputies for approval 
as soon as 1t has been signed. 


Paris, March 6.—The Temps says ail the 
powers have accepted the proposal of France to 
form a committee to frame provisional rerula- 
—— the freedom of navigation of the Suez 
anal.

BLOWING UP A LIQUOR SALOON. 


THE WORK OF FANATICAL PROHIBITION- 
ISTS IN AUDUBON, 

AUDUBON, Iowa, March 6.—At Exira, a 
town 10 miles south of here, an attempt was 
made last evening to blow up a saloon building. 
For years a war has been garried on there over 
the liquor question, but last year the anti- 
Prohibitionists elected their candidates, and a 
few weeks ago two saloons were opened 
up. At the municipal election Jast Mon- 
day the license party carried everything. 
A few days after one of the _ saloon 
keepers was arrested, but afterward discharged. 
At midnight last night a terrific explosion 
startled the town. An explosive package wound 
on a rope was placed in the recess in front of 
Morris & Hellman’s saloon, one of the best build- 
ings inthetown. Both doors were blown open, 
one crashing through a partition 20 feet away. 
A large hole was blown in the fioor, and nearly 
every particle of glass in the building was 
smashed. More or less glass was shattered 
in buildings 200 feet away. Two men have 
been arrested charged with engineering the 
explosion, though it is generally believed they 
were but the toois of other and more prominent 
people. While the deed was doubtless instigated 
by one or two fanatical Prohibitionists, the tem- 
perance on ee condemn it in the strong- 
est terms, and will aid in detecting and punish- 
ing the perpetrators. The people of Exira are 
frightened and excited, and the attorney en- 
gaged for the prosecution openly cnarges that 
the Justice of the Peace is in collusion with the 
prisoners, and will acquit them whatever evi- 
dence may be introduced. 

















THE CANADIAN VOYAGEURS.

BAD BLOOD BETWEEN THE INDIANS AND THE 
WHITE MEN, 

MonTREAL, March 6.—The Canadian voy- 
ageurs arrived bere this morning and were wel- 
comed by hundreds of their friends. Most of the 
meu were already intoxicated ana they proceed- 
ed at {once to make things lively all over 
town. <A _ hotel keeper who refused them 
liquor was stabbed through the hand, and the 
men had to be carried out and bundled into 
sleighs, being kept quiet by men sitting on top 
of them. One of these men had a lee 
broken. It appears that there has been bad 
blood between the Indians and the white 
Inen ever since their departure, and ‘it is 
said the two men killed by falling from 
the train on the road to Alexandria 
were really thrown off. On board the 
Hanoverian there was nearly a serious riot, 
which was only prevented by the determined 
conduct of the officers. In the train on the way 
up from Halifax the old feud broke out several 
times. Knives were drawn and several of 
the men were severely cut. The authorities 
then put the Indians in separate compartments 
from the white men and put box cars between 
them. When the train arrived at Richmond 
there was another little unpleasantness, and 
most of the Indians refused to proceed 
with that train. When the train contain- 
ing the white men arrived at the sta- 
tion several hundred Indians were wait- 
ing to present addresses to their friends, 
and when it was found that they were left be- 
hind the air was filled with lamentations. They 
arrived by a Jater train, but would not leave the 
cars until they made sure the white men were 
not present. They will be tendered a banquet 
atthe Caughnawaga reservation to-morrow.

DEATH OF T. S. ARTHUR: 

The well-known publisher and autnor, 
T. S. Arthur, died at his residence, in Philadei- 
phia, last evening, of kidney troubles. He was 
born in Newburg in 1809, but while still young 
moved to Baltimore. There he learned the 


trade of tailor, but never worked at it. 
After a brief career as agent of a bank- 
ing company he engaged in newspaper work 
and began the publication of the Atheneum, a 
weekly paper, for which he wrote stories. His 
first novel was *“‘Insubordination; or, A Shoe- 
maker’s Daughter.’’ In J841 he moved to Phila- 
delphia, where he has since lived. Five years 
after he settled in Philadelphia he began the pub- 
lication of Arthur’s Home Gazette, and four years 
later he established Arthur’s Home Magazine. The 
magazine still exists and is, with one exception, 
the oldest publication of its kind in the country. 
Twenty-two years ago he started a monthly 
magazine called Children’s Hours, which was sub- 
sequently merged into St. Nicholas. Most of Mr. 
Arthur’s books were on household and tem- 

erance topics. Those best known are “Ten 
Nights in a Bar-room” and “ Three Years in a 
Mantrap.” He married in 1836 Miss Eliza Alden, 
a sister of Admiral James Alden. She, with 
four sons and one daughter, survives him. Mr. 
Arthur was a member of the Church of the New 
Jerusalem.

FINED FOR ASSAULT AND HELD ON A 
CHARGE OF THEFT. 
New-Haven, Conn., March 6.—James 
Edward Warnock, 21 years of age, a member of 
the class of °87, of the Sheffield Scientific School, 
was the central object of interest in the City 
Court this morning. He was fashionably dressed, 
but his clothing was torn and covered with mud. 
His father is a retired physician, living in At- 
lanta, Ga.,and is aman of wealth. In spite of 
the fact that young Warnock is said to have 
an allowance of $200 a month, he was 
yesterday called on to answer to the charge 
ot theft. Besides this, he was charged 
with fighting with Edward J. Barry. 
Yesterday afternoon young Warnotk, who

SITUATION OF AFFAIRS ON THE MISSOURI 
PACIFIC AND TEXAS PACIFIC. 
DENISON, Texas, March 6.—At 10 o’clock 
this morning, at a prearranged whistle signal, 
ali the workmen in the Missouri Pacific shops at 
that place threw down their tools and quit 
work. An out-door meeting was immedi- 
ately held and a committee uppointed to 
guard the company’s property and allow no 
one to goto work. Two yard engines were left 
unmolested, butat 3 o’clock, while the strikers 
were holding a meeting up town, they received 
word that loaded cars were being slipped out of 
the yard by these engines. They went in a body 


tothe yard. captured the engines, and locked 
them in the roundbouse. It is understood the 
strikers have determined to allow no passenger 
coaches to leave Denison. A secret meeting is 
being held to-night. 

At Marsball the situation remains unchanged. 
The Executive Committee of the strikers guve 
notice to-day to A. O. Haynes, master of the 
machinery department of the Texus Pacific 
Road, to leave town in 24 hours. Haynes was 
very obnoxious to hig workmen, and they assert 
that he was the prime mover in bringing about 
the recent reduction of wages and increasing the 
hours of labor, and that General Manager Hoxie 
issued his order on the plans submitted by 
Haynes. The strikers seem determined but good 
order prevails. Details are watcning the shops 
and yards and are guarding the company’s prop- 
erty. At Long View the strikers are also watch- 
ing the company’s property. 

St. Lous, Mo., March 6.—The yard men 
of the Wabash Railroad are still out to-day. 
They number about 60,a dozen having joined 
them since yesterday. A meeting was held to- 
day and an organization was effected. The men 
are determined to “stick.” The foreman of the 
yard says their placegare being filled as rapidly 
as he wants men. So many people are out of 
employment that they have more trouble in 
keeping away the applicants than the strikers. 


Fort WaAynz, Ind., March 6.—The strike 
ot Wabash shopmen, inaugurated here Tuesday, 
still continues. Fifteen workmen who have 
refused to come ‘out heretofore to-day 
joined the strikers, leaving, as the strikers 
claim, not a man in the blacksmiths’ shops 
and but one journeyman in the carpenters’ 
shops. The other departments are deserted ex- 
cept by a few apprentices. The men now on a 
strike number about 275. The Knights of 
Labor have shown their hand in organizing the 
strikers at this point, and many members have 
been taken into the order to-day and to-night. 
The men are quiet and orderly, but express the 
determination to stand firm.

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A GORGE TWENTY MILES LONG. : 
BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY AND FARMBOUSES 
FLOODED. 

Keroruxk, Iowa, March 6.—The Spring 
breaking in the Des Moines River is proving de- 
structive to property ailaiong its banks, Rail« 
road and wagon bridges have been swept away 
or putin a dangerous condition, and railroad 
traffic is interfered with. For the last two days 
reports of heavy gorges and fiooded banks have 
been of frequent occurrence. A!) loca! streamg 
in the vicinity are out of the banks. The 
Mississippi is rising rapidiy, but the ice 
continues apparentiy as solid as a rock. 
It is’ from 20 to 24 inches thick. This 
prevents the ice from running out. of 
the Des Moincs River and caused a gorge ex- 
tending for 20 miles above the mouth on the 
Missouri shore. The levees broke to-day, and 
the water has spread over the lowest of the rich 
bottom lands. and the low ground on the Iowa 
shore is also flooded. A number of farm houses 
were flooded and the occupants forced to 
seek other shelter. The gorge against the rail- 
road bridge at the mouth threatens to take it-out. 
Just below two small bridges are out of line, and 
transters were made by the Keokuk and St. Louis 
jine this morning. The river is now reported 
to be falling. The wagon bridge at Pittsburg, 
Iowa, has been carried out by a gorge. Theiron 
vridge at Bentonsport has been damaged and a 
portion of the dam at Bonaparte torn out.. One 
span of the Central Iowa Railroad bridge at 
Bddyville has been demolished. The river is re- 
orted clear of ice from Ottumwa to Des Moines, 
n the Northern part of Lee County the streams 
are so swollen thut travel is nearly impossible. 
No trains were sent west or south over the 
Wabash and the Keoduk and St. Louis hnes thig

VIOLATING THE FISH LAWS. . 
ASSOCIATIONS FORMED “TO DETECT AXD 
‘PUNISH THE LAWBREAKERS.

the Hudson River have met and formed 
associations lately for the rigid enforcement 
of the fish laws. The protective , meas- 
ures for all kinds of fish in the Hudson River 
and its tributaries have been flagrantly violated, 
so much so that in'the matter of striped bass 
alone the decrease during the past four years 
has been marked. The catch of all kinds of fish 
in nets set in the ice all the way from Peekskill 
to Albany this Winter has been very light, and 
prices in the Jocal markets have been high, 

State Game and Fish Inspectors have not been 
idle, they duriug thé past two months having 
caused the arrest of many parties who exposed 
for sale striped bass weighing less than halfa 
pound each. It is unlawful to catch bass be- 
tween Jan. 1 and June 1, and yet in past years 
the number’ sold every day bas been very large. 
The objective point is to prevent the slaughter 
ot young fish before they obtain their growth. 
In a year or two the ponds and other waters are 
expected to have a fine run ot fishinthem. The 
penaity for catcmog and selling undersized bass 
is $25, and in nearly every instance that sum has 
been recovered before Justices of the Peace. 
Inspector Matthew Kennedy has brought about 
a large number of convictions between Yonkerg 
and Hudson since Nov. }.

AADDOCKS FAINTING FREQUENTLY ON THE 
TRACE AND SCHOCK ALMOST EXHAUSTED 
-——-DONOVAN STILL FAR IN THE LEAD. 

fiad a celestial harp been offered as a 
prize to the winner of the six-day skating race, 
instead of a diamond belt, the contestants could 
hardly have put forth greater efforts or accom- 
plished better results than they have under the 
existing condition of things. Already Donovan 
is very close to his thousandth mile, and there 
seems little Coubt that he will pass it before mid- 
night brings the contest, toaclose. Noris his 
the only creditable record. Schock, Boyst, Mad- 
docks, and O’Melia, not to mention several oth- 
ers, have covered a distance that seems almost 
incredible. Indeed, doubt is expressed as to 
whether the records made in the present match 
will ever again be reached. 

“It’s the first test of endurance that has ever 
been made on roller skates,” said a sporting 
man, * and I believe that over half the men en- 
tered will cripple themselves for life before the 
close. When sporting men and their trainers 
see the fatal results of such bard work they 
won’t allow the thing to be kept up. I'd like to 
wager my head that not one of the half dozen 
leaders in the race ever enters asix-day match 
again. You have no idea till you see ’em off the 
track of the agonies they suffer.” 

An exciting race between the two leaders oc- 
eurred about an hour before noon. Donovan 
swept up the track with his customary long, 
easy swing, and as he passed what was left of 
poor Schock cast back a look of triumph over 
his shoulder. Sehock responded with a series of 
wondertul strides whicb soon brought him neck 
and neck with the littie irishman. Each exerted 
himseif to the utmost. They flew around 
the track like young steam engines. The 
spectators cheered and friends shouted words of 
encouragement. For half an hour the race con- 
tinued, and would doubtless have lasted longer, 
but that Schock’s trainer suddenly appeared 
and crossing under the bows, so to speak, of the 
eontestants, seized his man by the collar and 
wheeled him fromthe track. In the course of 
the operation he slightly interfered with the 
progress of the Irishman, who said something 


haughty and demanded afoul. The refereés re- 
fused to consider nis claim.

The results of over-exertion were apparent in 
all the skaters, excepting, possibly, Mayer and 
Walton, and in none more so than in Schock.

Maddocks, it is said, remains on the track in 
peril of his life and against the express direction 
ofa physician. His fainting fits are looked upon 
fis very serious. The few bystanders who re- 
mained in the Garden at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning were considerably alarmed by a report 
that he had dropped dead on the track. He was 
seen of a sudden to throw up his arms and fall 
forward as if struck by asandbag. A couple of 
trainers ran to his assistance and carried him 
to his room, where he shortly regained con- 
sciousness. In a few minutes he was back again 
on the track circling around toward third 
place. While Donovan appears as agile as ever 
on his limbs and shows no sign of bodily weak- 
ness his face is pale and baggar<¢, and indicates 
that his exertion is fast telling on kis constitu- 
tion. He cameon the track atl A. M. yester- 
day after a rest of less than two hours, and, with 
the exception ot an interval of 30 minutes for 
supper, was on the track continually thnrough- 
out the day and evening. _ He rolled into his nine 
hundredth mile justa few minutes before 4 P. 
M., just 44 miles ahead of Schock and 53 mules 
abead of Boyst. f 

Boyst showed remarkably good sense in taking 
four hours of rest during the small hours of the 
morning, and proved it by his record before the 
day was over. For the 24 hours ending at 9 
o'clock last night he covered a distance of 186 
miles, against 183 by Maddocks, 181 by Donovan, 
and 134 by Schock. At7 P. M. he passed Schock, 
and was given second place on the blackboard. 
The name of Schock was destined to. go even 
lower before the evening was over. The 
9:45 score placed Maddocks above him, 
with a record of 878 miles—1 mile 
more than Schock was credited with. At 
the same time O’Melia was only six miles behind 
Schock. Mayer, the systematic skater, who 
hoped to.tire out the competitors, seems hardly 
likely to succeed. Late last night he was about 100 
miles behind fifth place. It is intended to press 
him to-day to the utmost, and his trainer ex- 

resses a belief that he can cover 225 miles in the 

+24 hours. This would leave him a chance 
for only third or fourth place at best, unless 
some unforeseen accident should happen to the 
leaders. Thereseems to be every reason to be- 
lieve that Donovan will come out No.1. He has 
& good lead, and, according to his trainer, will 
hold out through the day without any serious ef- 
fort. 
The appellations with which some of the 
skaters have been christened are exceedingly 
charscteristic. Mayer is called the ‘* Sponge- 
suckez,” because he continually carries one of 
those animals in his mouth. Donovan is other- 
wise known as * Sorrel-top,” from the color of 
his bair, ‘* Pathfinder” is what some people call 
Schock, because he leans forward when he skates 
as if looking for atrail. Walton is called * Gus- 
sie’ Owing to his delicate shape. He is one of 
the most graceful skaters on the track, and is 
still in good trim for the simple reason that he 
has taken things very easy. 

The attractions presented at Madison Square 
Garden, aside from tbe six-day contest, were 
considerable yesterday. In the afternoon a 
number of young men who assumed the title 
of “Professor” amused the audience by per- 
forming upon bicycles. They rode sidewise and 
crosswise with equal ease, and on one wheel 
With as little difficulty asontwo. The machines 
seemed to behave just as well when the perform- 
er’s feet were on the tiller as when he placed his 


bands there. A grand masquerade Car- 
hival was the leading “outside” attrac- 
tion at the Garden in the evening. 


Over 200 young men and girls in fancy 
costumes were on the floor surrounded by the 
track. There were harlequins, jesters, fools, 
devils, George Washingtons, Queen Victorias, 
and any number of characters represented by 
persons of all ages under 20.

- PURDY’S GAS WORKS. 


AN OHIO PHENOMENON WHICH WAS A 
SOURCE OF WONDER HALF A CENTURY AGO. 
“In reading and hearing 80 much nowa- 
days about the utilizing of natural gas and the 
developing of territory where it is brought from 
the depths of the earth,” said an old resident of 
this city, “ I often think of a phenomenon I Wit- 
nessed nearly half a century ago, and wonder if 
it is stillto be seen in the locality, and if so, 
whether it has ever been made to serve a utili- 
tarian purpose. At that time the use of arti- 
ficial gas even was a strange thing, only to be 
read of in the greater part of this country, and 
the idea that it could be brought up ready-made 
from beneath the earth’s surtace was a subject 
which the average mind of that day was inca- 
pable of grasping. Yet I remember visiting, he- 
tween 40 and 50 years ago, a spot in Ohio that 
had been given the name of gas Works because 
of the peculiar phenomenon it presented, 
_ “The spot was on the farm of a man named 
Sylvanus Purdy, in Holmes County, Ohio, a few 
miles from Oxford. The farm was bisected, if I 
remember cerrectly, by a stream known as Wolf, 
Creek. Mr. Purdy had noticed years betore my 
Visit tbat in a certain spot ina field between his 
house and the ereek vegetation was never of 
prosperous growth, while it frequently withered 
and curled up as if it bad been scorched. Tne 
soil in that locality was coarse and granular, 
having very much the appearance of black wal- 
nut sawdust. The peculiar formation covered a 





space about 40 feet wide and propably 
350 feet long. Crops of anv kind 
always thrived everywhere else in the 
field. The farmer had also long noticed 


that after hard rains the soil of this peculiar 
spot became of a mushy nature, and would bub- 
ble up and become agitated like a pot of meal 
boiling. One day one of his neighbors of a 
scientific disposition decided to investigate the 
causes of this strange feature in the barren hole, 
as it was called, and he took a large bottle and 
held its mouth downward over the bubbling 
dirt for a long time and then corked it. He said 
there must ne gat that made the bubbles, and if 
it was be could findit out. He took the bottle 
to Purdy’s house, and, in the presence of the 
farmer's household, uncorked the bottlé and 
held a lighted taper overit. The explosion that 
followed terrified the family, although no one 
wus hurt by tle many fragments of the bottle 
that were hurled abouf the room. This led 
to a further investigation of the matter, 
and it was found that beneath a depth of six 
inches of the grafitilar s6ii there was a claf¥ soil, 
which was irregularly perforated with round 
holes about an inch in diameter, out of which it 
was evident the gas was emitted from an un- 
known depth. Mr. Purdy removed the pith from 
anelder stick two feet long,and thrusting it 
downward into one of the holes he held a light 
to the other end. A blaze sprang up a foot or so 
above it, and burned brightiy until the stick was 
removed on the following day. The fire singu- 
larly enough did not set fire tothe stick. Then 
an empty hogshead was inverted over a number 
of the holes, aad a long piece of tin was bent into 
a tube and inserted in a hole in the upper 
end of the hogshead. The gas escaping 
from this aperture was ignited, and the spot be- 
came known as Purdy’s gas works. I happened 
to be passing through the neighborhood several 
years after this flame was lighted, and while at 
Oxford heard of it and visited the farm. The 
gas was still burning. and had been, I was as- 
sured, incessantly ever since it was lighted. The 
tin tube was not more than half an inchin di- 
ameter. The flame, as I remember it, gave out 
no more heat than the light of two or three tal- 
low candies burning at the same time mirht. 
The light was very brilliant, and one thing about 
it struck meas being most singular—there was 
no smoke or soot atten iingit. In fact it was so 
absolutely =— that it would not smokg glass, 
no matter how long a piece might be he!d above 
the flame, which burned with a steel blue tint at 
the mouth of the tube, but with a light almost 
white above the biue. At that time I thought, 
as every one io the country for miles around be- 
lieved, that the sight of this flame, fed by gases 
generated in some mysterious retort beneath 
the earth, was the most wonderful and the most 
awe-inspiring scene that could ever be witnessed. 
I remember that th local savants had arranged 
and established a theory for the existence of the 
gas. They said there was undoubtedly a burn- 
ing coal mine several hundred feet under the 
ground at that spot, and the gas that found its 
way through the soil was thrown off by its fierce 
fires. As there was not a particle of odor to the 
gas, however, and no perceptible poisonous sub- 
stance in its composition, the theory of the sub- 
terranean coal fire did not strike meas being 

articularly sound, but no one doubted it there. 

hat the gas migbt be made of any use did not 
seem to occur to the inhabitants, but there were 
many regrets expressed that the mine, by heing 
on fire, could not be made a source of profit to 
the community. I would like to know whether 
Purdy’s gas works are there yet,and are doing 
good service, or whether they long ago burned 
themselves out, and are only a memory to the 
people thereabout as they are to me.” 





HE COULDN'T GET THE POISON. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—It was ascer- 
tained to-day that a quantity of poison was 
found at the Moyamensing Prison in a cell for- 
merly occupied by Dr. Goersen, who was hanged 
yesterday. The poison was found through in- 
formation of Goersen’s religious advisers, who 
had been told of its whereabouts by the conu- 
demned man ead previous to his execution. The 
cell in which the poison was found hidden had 
not been occupied by Goersen for over two years 
and it is the general opinion that he bad obtained 
it with the intention of taking his life when all 
hopes for a reprieve were gone, but that his re- 
moval from the cell had prevented his obtaining 
possession of the drug after his hopes had been 
abandoned.

THE NATIONAL PARTY’S LEADERS 
GREATLY ALARMED. 

A STATE OF WRETCHEDNESS SAID TO BE 
PREVAILING—THE REMEDY FOUND IN 
SILVER AND GREENBACKS. 

WasHINGTON, March 6.—The following 
address was issued to-day by the National Com- 
mitteé of the National Party: 

To the Public: 

The National Committee of the National Party deem 
it their solemn duty at the present juncture to call 


attention to the condition of public affairs, which, in 
their judgment, greatly imperils the safety of the whole 


geople. 

During the pust 12 zoare the country has been 
ravaged by two great financfai panics. e first ex- 
tended over a period of six years, and the present one 
has now existed for two years and threatens to extend 
indefinitely. T'wenty-four years of Republican suprem- 
acy has reduced ua large portion of the people of the 
United States to a condition of helpless poverty, 
thrown a atill larger number hopelessly into debt, 
wrung hundreds of millions of money from the 

oplé, locked it up and forced them to pay 
nterest on an — amount of public debt which 
should long since ha ve been paid. ‘he public domain 
has been squandered: the control of inter-State com- 
merce surrendered to monster monopolies; bank 
speculators have been elothed with the sovereign su- 
thority of issuing money and controiling its volume, 
while but yesterday the military arm of the Govern- 
ment was made supreme over military authority, 
as exhibited in the unlawful an arbitrary 
use of the army to eject, without process 
or law, peaceful eltizens who were lawfwly 
occupying the public domain. The greed of capital in 
its mad rush for usury and dividend. is crowding labor 
totbe wall. ‘he wail of want is heard most piteously 
in the midst of greatest plenty. Vhe cry of overpro- 
duction isthe desoerate dodge of desperate villains. 
Granaries are over!iowing and families starving; flelds 
overburdened and men dying in wunt: the land burst- 
ing with fatness and children perishing from hunger. 
No juck of anything to feed, clothe, and house the 
body, und yet a cry of want unparalleled. 

We reaffirm that the following laws have been and 
are now the true source of the calamities and depres- 
sion which affiict the country: 1. The law putting two 
exceptions in the United: States notes, (greenbacks, 
passed Feb. 25, in62. 2. The national bank Jaw, passe 
Mareh 25, 1863. 3, The act authorizing eontraction gf 
the curreney, passed March 6, 1866, 4. ‘I'he act to 
strengthen the puolic credit, ($0 called.) passed March 
18, 1869. 5. The act to fund the national dedt, passed 
July 14 1 . 6 he act demonetizing silver. 
passed March 14, 1873. 7, The resumption act, passed 
Jan. 14,1875. The summing up of these laws by that 
great philanthropist, Wendell Phillips, is worthy of the 
highest consideration by the Americun sd piyh “To 
rob labor and enrich capital, they will divide the Re- 
publi¢ into two classes moré marked than was 
the slavebolding and non-slavebolding classes. ‘The one 
more proscriptive, the other more abject, They are 
the serpent’s egg, which will hatch out un aristocratic 
monarchy, where wealth is God, and where the rich 
daily grow richer und the poor daily grow poorer. We 
are sweeping on at amost miraculous speed to this cer- 
tain end—this certain death of the great Republic.” It 
isimpossible for these evilsto coexist with peace and 
national prosperity. 

Wé also call attention te the following important 
facts: Our population ts increasing at a rate which will 
reach one hundred millions of people within the next 
twenty years. In the face of this startling fact our 
circulating medium is rapidly decreasing. Widespread 
wretchedness und social disaster must follow. 
Notwithstanding the determined and persistent 
effort of a minority of its members, Con- 
gress spent its Jast term without passing 
the measures nécessary to relieve the people from im- 
pending peril. The United States Senate passed 4 bill 
to present to wealthy bankers a subsiay of $32,000,00U 
as an additional means of extorting usury. ‘his 
measure!s known as the MePherson bill. An effort 
has been madeto strike do silver coinage, which 
would still further increase the power of the banks to 
control our industries and oppress labor. : 

‘'o remedy these evils wé insist that the surplus in 
the Treasury shall be promptiy applied to the pay- 
ment of mutured Government obligations and that the 
coinage of silverbe placed on the same footing with 


gold. Ve commend as wise and patriotic the re- 
cent masterly reply of the “silver mén” in 
Congress to the letter ot President Cleveland, 


and we recommend its extensive circulation among 
the people. In the President’s letter nothing is 
said of the appreciation of all indebtedness that would 
come in consequénce of stgiking down the silver dollar. 
The assumption that standard silver dollars of 4124 
grains are worth only §5 cents is unwarranted in taw, 
contradicted by facts, and caleulated to decéive 
and mislead the people. We demand that 


when national banks contract thelr circulation 
United states legal tender notes shall _ be is- 
sued to the amount so withdruwn, and that the 


Government sha!l retire all bank circulation and sub- 
stitute legal tender notes in its stead; that legal tender 
notes shall be further issued in payment of iublice 
debts, in constructing needed pubhec improvements 
until idle tabor is employed and the volume of money 
in circulation is suftic!ent to enuabie the American peo- 
ple to transact business ona cash basis. The present 
volume of our currency is by no means sufficient for 
such purposes. 

Wearrnign the United States Senate for the defeat 
of th Reagan Inter-State Commerce bill, and demand 
that the NationalGovernment shall regulateand control 
inter-State commerce by constructing and managing a 
posial telezgruph and, if necessary, a system of na- 
tional railways. 

While all parties in the late Presidential campaign 
demanded tbe forfeiture of unearned hind grants, Con- 
zress has refused to pass, with one exception, any im- 
portant bills for that purpose, ignoring platform 
pledges, turning a deaf ear to the prayers otf settiers 
upon these lands, and sustaining corporations in their 
brazen efforts to seize nearly one hundred million ucres 
of our children’s inheritance. An unprecedented 
crime against law and American citizenship 
has been committed in Oklahoma, where 
honest settiers have just been evicted from their 
new homes in order that cattle kings may use the 
lands for pasture. The Government did, by treaty in 
1866, purchase Oklahoma of the Indians, obtaining all 
their right and title. These lands thereupon became 
public Jands, were surveyed into sections as such, and 
meny thousands of acres grantead to the At- 
lantice «and Pacific Railroad Company. The In- 
dians do net even claim these lands, which 
are now, and have long been. open to. pre- 
emption and settlement under repealed laws; but 
cattle syndicates have illegally seized. fenced, and now 
occupy and hold them by virtue of the United States 
Army, which expels homesteaders as if they were out- 
laws. Congress, with utter indifference, has witnessed 
the substitution of bayonets for aur courts, and United 
States Senators have endeavored to create the impres- 
sion that these lunds belong to Indians, in or- 
der to cover the offense. and even deny 
that cattle men occupy them, though it 1s 
proved by special reports and confirmed by all 
who enter the Territory. We appeal to all men who 
believe in tne supremacy of lawand in the rights of 
American citizens to join us in demanding the imme- 
diate withdrawal of the United States Army from 
Oklahoma, unless it can be used to protect law-abiding 
settlers, and to help us displace from power any party 
or any officer who dare appeal to the bayonet to wrest 
from the people their heritage, and to help us elect a 
Congress thet shall restore at once all forfeited land 
grants to the public domain. 

In this alarming juncture we urze every member of 
our party to put forth renewed efforts to gird hérself 
for a new struggle with the organized system of injus- 
tice that controls the country to-day. Ours is the only 
party that can give to labor its rights and save the Na- 
tion from anarchy and ruin, Sustain our press, up- 
hold our speakers. lift high the banner of equal rights 
everywhere, and the day of our triumph is at hand.

From the London World, 

In the capital the Shah may frequently 
beseen on horseback, and, like all Persian gen- 
tlemen, he rides well; his horses, with long and 
uncut tails, dyed crimson for some six inches at 
their tips, (the jealously guarded privilege of the 
King and his sons,) are distinguished by their 
value and beauty. Here, too,the Shah’s quiet taste 


isapparentinthe sombre materials of his sad- 
dlery, though of course each spirited charger has 
its pure gold or jeweled necklet and trappings, 
and these barbaric ornaments certainly do not 
detract .from its appearanee, Riding alone, his 
eyes generally on the ground, his Majesty still 
maintains a staff of Some dozen royal running 
footmen, who, 31ad in his state livery of scarlet 
and gold, and wearing the turreted hats of other 
days, with their jingling ordaments, and each 
armed With his silver staff of office, hover round 
the Shah, while one remains at his stirrup to in- 
dicate the royal pleasure.'Behind come one or two 
of the Ministers, then pell-mell the throng of 
mounted courtiers, secretaries, Officials, and 
their hangers-on, while the royal body-guard 
of irrerulars, each with his gun slung in a 
seariet cloth case across his back, mix promiscu- 
ously among the miscellaneous crowd of 100 
to 200 horsemen without whom the Shah is 
hardly ever seen. The royal carriage most in 
vogue with his Majesty bears a suspicious like- 
ness to one of our Sheriff’s vehicles; eight horses 
are harnessed to it, the pairs being ridden by 
four postilions in scarlet. As a rule the King 
is alone, the only exceptions being when ac- 
companied by one of his sons or the Prime Min- 
ister, or perhaps some religious magnate. Er- 
raticas he is in his movements, passing trom 
one suburban palace to another, the royal route 
may generally be ascertained by observing the 
water carriers, who carefully sprinkle the road 
the King will use. Noris this a needless form, 
as the ordinary state of the roads, if they may be 
dignified with that title, round Teheran is sim- 
ilar to the dustiest of Derbys. 

At 12 o'clock the royal breakfast isserved. It 
1s a solitary mea). The King is squatting on the 
ground; some 50 dishes are set before him. His 
Majesty selects the simplest, and quenches his 
thirst with buttermilk of iced sherbets, which 
are served in delicious profusion in magnificent 
china bowls. Deud silence is observed by the 
few favored courtiers who stand around the 
walls of the avartments. The royal butlers si- 
porny | hand the various dishes. As the King 
eats he addresses those whom he may deign to 
honor with his notice, and these fortunate ones 
bow low and answer in humbié affirmatives: 
‘*“May I be your sacrifice, Asylum of the 
Universe. So it is.” “ It happened exactly as 
your Majesty ordained,” and so on. The sate 
kind of language is used by the royal Princes 
in addressing their father, and they would 
not presume to attempt to sit in the royal 
presence; but asin Persia no son would sit in 
his father’s presence unless ofdered to co 
80, this is more due to filial respect than the awe 
of ogre The King rinses his mouth and 
wines his hands over a golden bowl, and then he 
rises and the meal is ‘served to the Princes. On 
leaving them it goes to the courtiers, and lastly 
the royal farrashes pick the bones, and literally 
lick the — clean. The royal dinner, served 
about9 P. M., isa repetition of the breakfast; 
generally it is enlivened by the playing of the 
brass bands, or by the music of the native musi- 
cians attached to the court. The dignitaries of 
the cuolft are numerous, and consist of the Lord 
Chamberlain, the chief carpet spreader, the 
chiet executioner, the Lord High Treasurer, 
the chief huntsman, the Prime Minister, and 
the head of the Foreign Office. Then 
come the minor dignitaries: the chief of the 
guard, the chief doctor, the chief barber, the 
chief of the telegraphs, the master of the horse, 
the Court poet, and the Court painter are not 
wanting. All these officers are salaried, and 
every royal servant has his privileges of op- 
pressing his subordinates and of extorting from 
outsiders. Often salaries are not paid, or are 
forfeited, or presents far exceeding their amount 
are made to the Shah himself of his Ministers. 
But every man, from the Prime Minister down- 
ward, has bis legitimate perquisites, his lawful 
peculations—in fact, the modakel (or dustoorie, 
as itis called in Indis) assigned to his position. 
Of everything that passes through his hands 
something sticks, and the larger his affairs the 
bigger his profits. In Persia everything is sola— 
Governorships, Judgeships, religious offices, 
places of every kind, Official protection, all. The 
great officials are as corrupt as Bacon, but they 
ao not cetccted,or,if detected, know how to buy 
safety. 

The King’s first visit to Europe tended for the 
time to civilize him, but before a year had ex- 
pired he wanted to execute his Prime Minister. 
He has lighted his palace with gas, and even 
started the electric light there; but when he did 
not pay the salary of the genial Frenchman 
who provided that light, ail was dark once 
more. In fact, the Shah was introduced to the 
high-handed proceedings of gas companies in 
Europe. After that the Frenchman got his pay, 
and the supply has been steady since. The 
King now returns salutes, as a rule; before 
his visits to Europe he did not. He now looks 
at the pictures in the illustrated journals with 
es But when he last ¢rossed the 

‘aspian he siept on the floor in the ladies’ cabin 
under the table,and on the table he put his 
boots. He maintains a staff of giants and 
dwarfs. Once it wasa bleasure to the Asylum 
of the Universe to fill a boat on one of the large 
tanks of his numerous country palaces, with the 
grandees of his kingdom clad in gala costume, 
and to go into fits of laughter as the boat sank 
and the pillars of the empife crawled out, mud- 
dy, wet, and bedraggied. And they say that on 
the last visit of the King of Kings to Europe, 
when seated between two royal ladies at the 
dinner table, on tasting and sucking a stick of 
asparagus, that he offered the half-devoured 
butt to the more august of the two, with the 
idea that she should enjoy the pleasure he had 
experienced, saying, with innocent enjoyment: 
* Ba, ba! how good it is !"’ 


GODARD THE AERONAUT DEAD. 
From the London Times. 

Our Paris correspondent telegraphs that 
the death is announced of M. Louis Godard, the 
aeronaut. In 1863 he and his brother Jules went 
up with Nadar, who still lives, inthe monster 


balloon called Le Géant. A breakage in the 
mechanism necessitated a speedy descent, dur- 
ing which a gust of wind turned the car upside 
down. The 13 passengers had barely time to 
cling to the ropes, and, the grappling irons 
breaking, the car dragged half a mileon the 
ground before 4 landing couid be effected. Dur- 
ing the siege Godard left Paris by balloon, and 
at Tours served on an aeronautic commission. 
He took no partin recent experiments and dis- 
cussions on navigable balloons.

TELLER KING STILL ALIVE.

IN AND ABOUT THE 
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HE WROTE ONE LETTER TOO MANY. 
A CLEVER SWINDLER CAUGHT WHILE TRY- 
ING TO COMPROMISE A ROBBERY. 

Capt. Williams, of the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct, had in custody yesterday a very skill- 
ful swindler, who was arrested by Detective 
dames K, Price. On the 17th of last January the 
residence of Mrs. Schuyler Hamilton, No. 48 
West Thirty-eightn-street, was ropbed of jewelry 
and silverware worth $700 by sneak thieves. 
One of these, who pushed past Mrs. Hamilton 
as she entered her house, is the prisoner. The 
stolen articles were valued for their as- 
sociations, and a reward of $250 was 
offered tor their return. In Dd to an 
advertisement to this effect a cunningly worded 
letter was received. The writer said it would be 
risky to rely on the advertiser’s word, and de- 
manded a personal tothe effect that ‘*Sohelpyou 
God,” the negotiator “ of the first part” was act- 
ing in good faith, and that it was agreed that no 
one but the negotiator and the writer should 
know of the compromising of the felony. De- 
tective Price was given the letter and by tne 
personal suggested drew the negotiutor of the 
second part, whosigned himself ‘* Square Deal,” 
into a correspondence. 

** Square Deal’s” second letter said it would be 
difficult to get a person to act as go-between, as 
no one liked to handle stolen goods. He sug- 
gested that the stoien articles should be pawned 
for $75, instead of breaking them up tor the 
melting pot, and the appointment of a meeting 
outside the State. A certain amount was to be 
paid then, another when the pawn tickets were 
delivered, and the last amount to the pawn- 
broker, An answer by a personal was suggested. 
Price frightened off ‘* Square Deal” by a per- 
sonal, intimating that no pawn tickets would 
be received, and be remained mute. 
Fortune, however, favored Mrs. Wamiiton 
and the’ detective. Mr. Charles Dawson, of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, had his residence at 
Newark, N. J., robbed of $6,000 worth of prop- 
erty last Summer, and whiie visiting Mrs. Ham- 
ilton he learned of her loss and her negotiations. 
He then admitted that he bad been shamefully 
swindled by a man whose methods were the 
same as ‘‘Square Deal’s.”” In this case he passed 
as “ Hard Times,” and when the negotiations 
were consummated Mr. Dawson received a num- 
ber of spurious pawn tickets. Mr. Dawson Was 
ab.e to give Detective Price 4 full description of 
the swindler, who could easily identified, as 
the first and sécond fingers of his right hand were 
paralyzed. 

Price worked in the dark until the middle of 
February, when he was summoned to the oftice 
of a Broadway dry goods merchant, who ex- 
hibited a letter written by the man who had be- 
gun negotiations as “ Square Deal” and ‘* Hard 
Times.” It related that the merchant had been 
robbed by a man in his employ, and that a 
woman wished to be revenged en the thief. 
‘* Grand Street,” as ** Hard Times” and “ Square 
Deal” now called himself, had six pawn tickets 
for the stolen goods, which were worth $1,000, 
and would deliver them be ¢ for a consideration, 
andthe pawnbrokers would point out the thief, 
There was a great deal said about the writer 
being afraid of bad faith. Payment in install- 
ments was the;plan suggested. Pricé managed so 
that Monday night ** Grand Street” wasinveigled 
into an interview witb the dry goods merchant 
in an apartment house in est Vifty-third- 
street. During this, when the merchant gave 
the cue by saying ‘* Your price is too high,” the 
detective stepped into the room and made 4 
prisoner of the man. He gave his name as 
Thomas O'Donnell. He was fully identified by 
Mr. Dawson ts the man Who swindled him. Yes- 
terday Justice Welde gave the prisoner into the 
custody of Capt. Tuite, who took him to New- 
ark, where he bas been indicted.

HIS HAIR TURNED WHITE IN PRISON. 

There arrived yesterday in this city’ a 
mau whose hair has turned from a jet black to 
a snowy white during a two years’ confinement 
asa witness inthe Ulster County Jail. On the 
night of July 12, 1883, the store of Myron Du 
Bois at Ellenville, Ulster County, was robbed, 
and soon afterward three men, Charles Mayhon, 


John Moore, and Patrick Cody, alias George 
Burgess, all from this city, were arrested 
and confined in the Ulster County Jail on a 
charge of burglary. Cody turned State’s evi- 
dence, and was used as a witness against his two 
accomplices, who were convicted and sentenced 
each to five years’ imprisonment in State 
prison in December, 1883. Both prisoners made 
application for a new trial, and Cody was held 
in jail until the question of a new trial was de- 
termined. 

A petition signed by a large number of Ellen- 
ville people, among them Mr. Du Bois, asking 
for Cody’s release was sent to the District At- 
torney and granted. Cody was surprised and 
delighted when released Jast Thursday. He 
started for his home,in Sullivan-street, in this 


city, and when he arrived yesterday found a sad - 


surprise awaiting him. His father, mother, and 
a sister had died since his imprisonment in the 
Ulster County Jail. When he left Ellenville he 
had not been informed of his bereavement. His 
hair and beard were jet black when he was first 
imprisoned.

A boxing match for heavy-weight pugil-

MR. IM THURN’S ACHIEVEMENT. 
—_—_»—-—__. 
From the London Daily News. 

Mr. im Thurn has climbed Roraima 
This is the news just received at Kew, where it 
should cause great joy, for Roraima is a citadel 
that botanists have for 25 years been eager to 
capture. The success of Mr. im Thurn’s plucky 
adventure hasa spice of romance not always 
found in the pacific annals of botany. Roraima, 
we should say for the benefit of people whose 
geography has grown a little rusty, is a mount- 
ain on the extreme western edge of the colony 
of British Guiana, and perhaps even on the 
Brazilian side of the boundary. For more than 
40 years explorers have had a distant acquaint- 


ance with this singular hill, which it 
has’ been reserved for Mr. im Tbhurn 
an old Balliol man, and an accomplish 


writer on ethnology, to conquer. HKoraima is, 
Mr. im Thurn says in his “Indians of Guiana,” 
a’ tableland of sandstone, which rises in a 
perpendicular cliff from the genera) plain. 
Two thousand feet of sheer sandstone walls 
are the roof and crown of the bill. Tiil 
Mr. im Thurn expiored it the perpendicular 
wall was supposed togo round the whole cir- 
cumterence, but the mere factof Mr. im Thurn’s 
success appears to prove that this opinion was 
mistaken. The belief that the summit was inac- 
cessible to all unwinged things led some to sup- 


pose that thecrest might bea fragnient of an’ 


earlier world where “animal forms of a prim- 
itive type” might still be disporting themselves. 
These would have existed without modifica 
tion from the influx of new-coming forms 
“since the plain was first isolated in midair,” 
Thus Roraima would be 4 paleontological Pom- 
peil, only its tenants would be living creatures, 
not the lava-molded skeletons of the dead. Not 
only the animais, but the flora of Roraima were 
expected to be full of curious interest, Thus 
the first climber of Roraima would feel like 
“the first who ever burst” into that silent sea of 
Coleridge’s imagination. Whether Mr. im Thurn 
has been as richly rewarded by novel discoveries 
as he may have hoped, whether from the " stain- 
less eminence of air’ he caught a view of Man- 
oab and the golden pinnacles of that fabled 
City of the Sun, the dream of Raleigh, we must 
wait to learn. Probabiy not. El Dorado and the 
City of Gold most probably were buta fanciful 
Inirage that haunted and lured the euriy advent- 
turers. Nor can the mountain crest be such 
absolutely virgin soil as was surmised, for, if Mr. 
im Thurn eould climb it, other “forms of life’ 
not human must have been equally successful. 
On the lowest reckoning, however, science must 
eee gained a gogd deal from this spirited enter- 
rise. 

Mr. im Thurn has for years been very well 
aware of the difficulty of his task. Nearly two 
reese ago he wrote that the explorer would first 

ave to make his way all round Roraima=no 
easy labor. The bill is far from any easily navi- 
gable river, and the traveler unable to carry 
sufficient food would be obliged to a great ex« 
tent to depend on hunting. Game, moreover, 
was believed to be scarce, though poachers were 
naturally few. But,on the other hand, even 
round the base of the hill the vegetation 1s the 
delight ot the botanist. In a recent letter pub- 
lished in Nature Mr. im Thurn mentions his dis- 
covery of ‘avery garden of orchids and most 
beautiful and strange plants” on the slope of 
Roraima. Let us hope that this part of the 
mountain is really within British, not Brazilian, 
territory, and that no member of the Cabinet 
will be tempted to annex Roraima for an orchid 
and make war fora flower. The rosy-biossomed 
Marcetia taxifolia, it appears, is also a denizen of 
these rocky crevices, and Richard Schomburgcx, 
a German investigator, in 1848 described a per- 
fect world of forms “all essentially different in 
character from any vegetation he had ever seen 
before.”” Every step, he adds, after a scientific 
list of considerable length, revealed something 
new.

ee 
WR. ADAMS DESCRIBES THE COM- 
PANY’S POLICY. 
{HE VARIOUS PLANS FOR PAYING INTEREST 
DISCUSSED—THE COMPANY WILLING TO 
DO ALL THAT IT CAN. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Mr. Hoar laid 
before the Senate to-day a letter whioh he had 
received from the President of the Union Paoific 
Railroad, which he asked might be printed for 
information. It was so ordered. The letter is 
as follows:

As 
originally reported, the bill was construed as 
compelling the company to make sémi-annual 
payments amounting to about 000 each, with 
&N increasing interest from thé first paymént 
torward to the one hundred and twentieth, so 
thatin round numbers the payments during 
the first year would have amounted to 
abdout $950,000 and the payments during the 
sixtieth yeur would have amounted to 
about $2,500,000. As subsequently amended, 
the annual payments from the beginning 
Were to include interest on the entiré amount of 
the unpaid debt; that is, the payments for the 
first year would have n $2,500,000. which 
would have regularly decreased at the rate of 
about $30,000 per annum as the debt was paid, 
until in the sixtieth year the pa ments would 
have amounted to but about $900,000. Finally, in 
the shapein which the measure is now left the 
payments, as I understand it, are equalized 
through the entire period, so that, including the 
Centrai Branch, they will be about $1,800,000 a 
year. 

Jt is merely necessary for me to refer to the 
last two plans, that of annually decreasing pay- 
ments and that of equalized payments. As re- 
spects the first of these two plans, that of the 
largest payments at first, I am obliged to say 
that I do not think under the present business 
conditions of the country the Union Pacific 
would be able to meet its requirements. How- 
ever 1t might have been under conditions which 
have heretofore existed, it is notorious that 
heither for the Union Pacifie nor for other raii- 
roads in the country are the present times 
Prosperous. Business is languishing, re- 
seipts falling off, the future uncertain. 
Nor are these conditions adverse conditions 
of a merely passing nature. There are now 
four transcontinental routes in place of one; 
and the Union Pacific meets severe competition 
in its Most valuable local territory. It remains 
to be seen how far tbe increase of traffic will 
compensate for its subdivision. Consequently 
a load whicha few yearsago might have been 
safely assumed is now dangerously heavy. If 
you expect a horse to puil a ioad, it is not well 
to hitch to him a load heavier than he can pull. 
What is true’ physically of a horse is true finan- 
cially of the Union Pacific. From my present 
knowledge of the company’s system of roads 
and the existing business conditions, I am 
obliged to say that annual requirements of 
$2,500,000 on the part of the United States would 
86 cripple the Union Pacific that I should be un- 
Sg tO assumé any responsibility for the re- 
au 

As respects the secona scheme, I am advised 
that the equalized payments, including those 
for the Centra! Branch, would amount to about 
$1,800, a year. There is, I think,a fair and 
reasonable prospect that the company could 
earry this burden. 1do not pretend to speak 
with confidence, for even that load is a heavy 
oné, and the future of a railroad is always a 
matter of uncertainty. It depends not dniy 
upon the business growth of the country, but 
upon the competition which the particular road 

as to encounter. As I have already said, the 

nion Pacific is not f-ee from competition, nor 
that only; but, while compelling it to méet 
Competition in order to retain its traffic, 
the Government has by its legislation s80 
tied up the hands of this company that it can- 
not.meet its competitors on equal terms. While 
they are at liberty to issue securities to guaran- 
tee construction and otherwise do what may be 
mecessary to develop and extend their systems 
in the manner usual with railroad companies, 
the Union Pacific is more or less hampered in all 

ese respects. I cannot, therefore, but consider 
the policy of late years pursued with this com- 
any by the United States as economivally a 

ulty one. From my point of view, it is not 
the interest either of the Government or the 
people to force the Union Pacific to yoo 
take these large sums out of its quic 
Capital and lock them up in_ anh overfiowing 
national Treasury. Tho Union Pacific serves six 
States and four Territories. There isnot one of 

Ose Statés and Territories which is not to-day 
ealling for railroad development which, if it 
could be provided, would not only afford whole 
eommunities sorely needed business facilities, 
but would add largely to the traffic and the in- 
come of thiscompany. Every dollarof money, 
therefore, which is taken out of our business 
annualiy isso much which could be applied to 
the development of the country. not only to the 
great advantage of the Union Pacific. but to the 
increase of the security of the Government so 
far as the ultimate recovery of its debt is con- 
cerned, 

Each request for these additional facilities 
which now reaches me will have to be met with 
the answer that the money which would have 
sufficed to supply it has been paid into the na- 
tional Treasury. The Governmént has taken 
from us and the communities we serve just so 
much fructifying capital. The Union Pacific 
now has in the Thurman act sinking fund, bring- 
ing less than 8 per cent. interest a year, some 
,000,000. That $5,000,000 would easily construct 
and equip 350 miles of railroad. Those 350 miles 
of railroad would bring into the Union Pacific 
system probably ten times the net income 
of the sinking fund investments. The first 
mortgage securities, representing the own- 
ership of this additionai mileage, might 
be deposited in the Treasury, and, if at 
the maturity of our loan, the company was un- 

bie to raise the necessary money to pay the 
Government off it must take the consequences. 

he Government could sell out the securities 
representing the whole Union Pacific system to 
the highest bidder. In ali buman probability no 
would have been incurred, while an estima- 
bie benefit would have been conferred upon the 
communities which that system served. Such, 
itseems tome, would yet be the best business 
policy forthe Government to pursue with this 
company. Congress might impose any restric- 
tions it saw fit in regard to the construc- 
tion of auxiliary lines. 1t might insist upon their 
urities of every description being deposited 
nh the Treasury, but for a dozen years to‘come, 
before the Pacific loans mature, the people in 
the States and Territcries beyond the Missouri 
and among the mountains would have the ad- 
vantage of these linés, and thus, what is now a 
barren sinking fund, useful to no one, would be 
converted into what seems to methe most be- 
hificent system of internal improvement which 
could be devised. This plan undoubtedly Con- 
gress has fully considered and set aside as im- 
racticable. I therefore do not urgeit. I mere- 
iS submit it as the original séchéme of the Direct- 
ors of the Union Pacific Railway Company, and 
it seems to me to-day, fromevery conceivable 
int of view,a wise scheme, and one more 
noiall sound than any other which has been 
gested. 
_ Meanwhile it only remains for the Union Pa- 
cific to accept such terms as are imposed ppon it. 
When the Thurman bill was passed the Govern- 
ment practically toox the control of this matter 
out of the company’s hands. The plan its 
representatives had devised for meetine the 
Governmeut obligations at maturity was then 
set aside and another, devised by Congress, sub- 
stituted for it. Thesinking fund plan was sub- 
tituted forthe auxiliary railroad system plan. 
ince then, as I stated ina recent letter to the 
Board of Govéernmént Directors, the attitude of 
the company has beén an expectant one. It 
has waited to see what rule Congress in 
its wisdom shail impose, and when that rule 
shall be imposed it will live up to it. If upon 
fair trial the burden exceeds the company’s 
strength the Directors do not doubt that in the 
interest of all concerned Congress will modify 
it. This, therefore, is the view which the Di- 
rectors now take of the Senate Judiciary bill in 
the shape which I understand it has finally as- 
gumed. The company is willing to accept it 
da to loyally live up to it to the best of its abil- 
tty. Meanwhile, it is not responsible for it, and 
if, as I hope will not be the case, the burden 
shall be found to exceed its strength, it will be 
simply for Congress to say whether it proposes 
to take the property or to modify the act. 

There is one other matter to which I wish to 
refer upon which much stress has been laid in 
discussions over the different measures pro- 
posed. Itis a matter of some delicacy, but it 
seems to me important, and in such cases I do 
not see that anything is ecained by not speaking 
out frankly, or, if need be, bluntly. I havesecen 
it stated, not only in the papers, but in debates 
in Congress, that practically the Union Pacific 
was still managed by Mr. Gould, and that [ had 
simply been put forward by him asa figurehead 
in order to allay popular feeling and to obtain 
terms more favorable than would otherwise bo 
given. In justice to Mr. Gould as well as my- 
self I wish to state that this is in no degree the 
case. 1 was not Mr. Gould’s choice for the posi- 
tion Inow hold. Moreover, since the 17th day 
of June last, when I became President of the 
Union Pacitic Railway Company, I wish to be 
held solely responsible for whatever has been 
done in the management of that company. In 
the conduct of its affairs Mr. Gould has been 
consulted, as other Directors haye been con- 
sulted: neither more nor less. nerally, his 
views and my Own have coincided. Where they 
have not coincided he has invariably acquiesced 
in my conclusions, properly taking thé ground 
that, as the responsibility for results rested on

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 6, 1885. 

The Senate added 200 amendments to the De- 
ficiency Appropriation bill as it passed the House. The 
House receded from its disagreement to all but 25 of 
these amendments. 

Among the nominations which the Senate 
failed to act upon at its recent session was that of 


Tnomas B. Keogh to be Marshal for the Western Dis- 
trict of Nofth Curolina. 


The first official act of President Cleveland was 
the nomination of his Cabinet. His second official act 
was to affix his signature to the commission of U. &. 
Grant as an officer on the retired list of the army with 
the rank of General. 

As the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill orig- 
inally passed the House it covered an appropriation of 
$22,200,000. By the addition of 281 amendments the 
senate increased the amount of appropriations to 


7,700,090. The bill appropriates $3,474,000 for public 
buildings. 

The Star says: ‘ Representatives Bayne, His- 
cock, and Millard called upon President Cleveland to- 
Gay and had quite a long talk with him. They told the 
President they approved of the attitude he had taken 
in his inaugural, and in catrying out the policy therein 
declared he woula have their hearty support. In this 
they spoke as Kepublicans, and said they believed they 
spoke fora large majority of their party. The Presi- 
dent received their advances in the best possible spirit, 
and thanked them with much feeling and earnestness 
for their promises.” 

The committee which had charge of the finan- 
cia! part of the inaugural celebration are now hard at 
Work footing up their acoounts. It is estimated that 
the total expense incurred will not fall short of $45,000, 
which is $10,000 more than was calculated upon at the 
start. The greater part of the additional expense was 
incurred in potting a wooden roof of the ball room 
this costing $7,400. Vhen the committee guaranteed 
4,000 suppers vo the caterer, and as only 2,400 persons 
took supper the committee will have to make up the 
deficit on this account. Ammons other items of expense 
were $25,000 expentied on the bail room, $2,000 for 
music, =e for lighting the ball room. $5.600 for 
decorations, weve or fireworks, and $1,000 for cal- 
cium Hebte.

OPENING THE MERSEY TUNNEL 





From the London Standard, Jan. 14. 

The inspection of the Mersey Tunnel by 
a largé number of sharéeholdérs and Directors 
was a matter of great interest yesterday at Liv- 
erpool and Birkenhead. The first act for such 
an undertaking was obtained in 1860, and several 
additional powers were subsequently applied for 
and obtained, but it was not until 1880 that the 
real operations for making the tunnel were un- 
dertaken, Since then the work has progressed 
with energy, the solid new red sandstone rock 
forming an admirable material to work upon. 
Perfectly able to support itself, and to endure 
the operations of blasting, the tunnel has only 


required to be lined with brick for the purpose 
of stopping out the percolation of water from 


the bed of the Mersey, at a distance of 
about 380 feet, beneat which the. tun- 
nel has been perforated. For the like 


reasons the physical eharacter of the stone hus 
enabled the portions of the tunnel under the 
streets of the two towns to be cafried on with- 
out the purchase of buildings and Jand which 
would have been néedful to cover the effects of 
subsidences in the case of ordinary excavations, 
The tunnel is now entirely bricked and com- 
pieted from one side of the river to the other, 
a distance of 1,250 yards. Its form is that ot a 
depressed oval, and it is 26 feetin width and 21 
feet in height, the invert being ogg Sg in 
form f6 thearched portion overhéad. The brick- 
work of blue Staffordshire bricks is ‘8 feet in 
thickness at the invert. Below the tunnel there 
is a drainage heading running continuously with 
the tunnel itself 7 feet in diameter; into this at 
frequent intervals the water entering the tun- 
nel is pumped, and the tunnel isin this way kept 
dry and efficient. 

A party numbering about 200 descended in 
cages the shatt of the Liverpool works and 
walked forward, the tunnel being lighted 
throughout its entire length by powerful elec- 
tric arc lights; another party entered the tunnel 
at the Birkenhend end, and these two par- 
ties metin the middle of tne tunneliwhere a 
ie they was orected on the line dividing 

heshire and Lancashire. Here addresses were 
made; the Mayors of Liverpool and Birkenhead 
shook bands and proclaimed the barrier between 
the two counties abolished. The parties then 
pursued their courses, the one a on 
to Birkenhead, the other to Liverpool. On 
the Liverpool side there is a large subter- 
ranean station, with platforms and provision 
for lifts which will be capable of elevating 
240 passengers to the level of James-street 
in 40 seconas. This station is 400 feet long, 50 in 
width, and 38 in height. The further extremity 
as yet attained On the Liverpool side is under 
the centre of Church-street, close to the cathe- 
dral. When the traffic is worked the tunnel will 
be ventilated by two fans, one 40 feet and one 80 
feet in diameter. Alongside the tunnel there is 
a ventilation heading cut in the rock 1,000 yards 
long and 7 feet 4 inches in diametér. On thé 
Birkenhead side there will bea similar station 
under Hamilton-strect, and thence the tunnel 
eontinues under the London and Northwestern 
Railway and Great Western Railway to the 


Haymarket. Both 6nds of the tunnél rail- 
way will ultimately be brought to the 
surface, and connected with the main 


lines proceeding from Liverpool in alt direc- 
tions, The direct communication which the 
tunnel will afford between these two important 
towns will add to the prosperity of both, The 
ferry traffic is now a mort important one, but it 
is liable to be blocked by foggy and stormy 
weather. The railway will be always available. 
On the Liverpool side communication will be 
made withthe Cheshire lines, and at Birkenhead 
a junction wiil be formed with the London and 
Northwestern Railway, and direct communica- 
tion for the first time opened up with the Great 
Western Line. The docks on both sides of the 
Mersey will be linked, and North Wales and its 
beautiful scenery will be brought within three- 
quarters of an hour's journey of the busy oity. 
When the. pproaches are completed the length 
of the tunnel railway will extend four and a half 
miles So far, the authorized capital has not 
been exceeded, nor will it be by the further 
sums which have still to be éxpended upon froll- 
ing stock, stations, and equipments.

The l8th of October next will be the bi- 
centenary of the revocation of the edict of 
Nantes, and thedescendants of Huguenot refu- 
gees in Prussia, Holland, and Switzerland con- 
template holding celebrations, not so much of 


the revocation as of the hospitality offered 
abroad to its victims. The French Protestant 
Historical Society has issued a circular dissuad- 
ing French Protestants from attending such 
célebrations, and suggésting special réligious 
services on the day in question. It thinks 
that french Protestants, while grateful for the 
kindness of foreign nations to the refugees, could 
not attend without feeling bitter regret for what 
France lost. 1t is not for them to rémind France 
of faults so Cearly paid for while they live in 
countries which havé benefited by hef misfort- 
unes, orto mingle an aceusing voice in their 
brethren’s legitimate peep thy A com- 
meémorative service at home would bé an act of 
humiliation and mourning, and fervent prayer 
should be offered for the enlightehment which 
Frapoe 60 much needs, for the diffusion of a new 
spirit rendering the repetition of past mistakes 
impossible, and forthe triumph of ideas of tol- 
eration and justice, which’ aré the best safe- 
guards of liberty. 





WRECKED IN THE BAHAMAS. 

The steamship Santiago, Capt. Colton, 
whieh arrived yesterday from Cienfuegus and 
Nassau, brought as passengers from the latter 
port thé ¢réw of the thréé-masted schooner 
Panchita, which was wrecked on a reef near 


Harbor Island, in the Bahamas, during the night 
6f Feb. 17. Capt. Robinson, Of the lost schooner, 
statés that he left Boston for Oardénas with a 
general cargo on Feb. 2. Late in the afternoon 
of Feb. 17, when thé schoonéf was among the 
Bahamas, the sky became overcast and a thick 
black night followed. 

The vessel got out of her course either 
through an imperfect chronometer or compass, 
or owing tO an unknown currént, and about 
midnight she struck heavily on one of the reefs 
off Harbor Island. She struck without any 
warning, and began to fill within an heur after 
she had grounded. ‘The entire crew, eight men 
all told, escaped with their effects, but the vessel 
became a total wreck. Capt. Robinson and his 
men made their way to Nassau, where the 
American Consul took them in charge and sent 
them on to this port. The Panchita was built 
at East Machias, Mé., in 1883, and measured 
412 tons. She was owned by 8 H. Talbot, of 
Machias. 





THE MANURE DUMPS MUST GO. 
The health authorities have at last taken 
some action concerning the offensive manure 
dumps, against the existence of which the 
Ladies’ Health Protective Association have been 
fighting 60 vigorously. Yesterday the depart- 


ment issued.a circular to the proprietors of 
these dumps detailing action taken at a meeting 
of the Board of Health. At this meeting the 
dumps were declared “detrimental to health 
and in every sense objectionable,” and a resolu- 
tion was adopted to the effect that “all apvlica- 
tions on file for permits to pile manure at or 
near the respective dumps within the city limits 
be and are hereby denied.” 

The Sanitary Superintendent was directed to 
report to the board all violations of the Sani- 
tary Code relative to manuré heaps.

THE STATE LEGISLATORS WRESTLE WITH A 
GREAT CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION, 
Legislative Report of the Little Rock Gazette. 

Mr. Baker, of Béenton—I see one great 
clog to legislation here. We have too many 
constitutional lawyers here. If we had less we 
would get along better. There aré about 30 
lawyers here, and each one has a different opin- 
ion about every point that comes up when it so 
suits him. They twist things around and get us 
into some awful muddles. Every one of thom 
stands ready to jump up and set up his judg- 
ment agin the world. Why should we sit hore 
quibbling over these little technicalities, im- 
peding action here, when we should be working 
to make good roads and to make our State 
flourish like a green bay tree? In California, 
where they have stich a law as we propose to 


pass, what is the result? I lived there 11 
years, and under that road law the Over- 


seers went out among the mountains

They had good, wel-oeee* roads and good 
new bridges. But Arkansas! Oh, my poor old 
Arkansas, what a condition you are in! What 
roads you do have! and yet all our 30 constitu- 
tional lawyers here grab onto every possible 
little technicality and quibble away at 1t by the 
hour, while our roads remain impassablé, and 
immigration ttirns the other way.

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" FORBES'S RECOLLECTIONS. 


aprcatoasiipsonntitnat 
Brom the London Daily News. 

To the remote corner of the region 
north of the Grampians where I now write the 
echoes of the world’s toil and broil travel, 
not indeed faintly but slowly. There was a day 
not long past when had any one told me I shoul¢ 
be pottering in a Highland glen when Britist 
soldiers were at handgrips with the foe and 
when the colleagues of my own craft were 
meeting death and earning laurels, I should have 
laughed him to scorn, Kismet; and 1 must bear 
the ruined health which has forced me to quit 
the work my soul loved with what fortitude 
may be possible. Fortwo months in the begin- 
ning of the Zulu campaign Herbert Stewart and 
I snared the sasu¢ tent. Those days are not yet 
four years past, anu then the man who is already 
the veteran of six campaigns,a K.C. B. and a 
full Major-General, was a somewhat forlorn 
Captain of cavalry who might expect, with 
luck, such goo fortune as is regi. 
mental majority in two .., three. years, 
It has been a piece of unexpysod good fortune 
for him that he had received ‘ene staff appoint- 
ment of Brigade-Major to Gen. Frederick Mar- 
shall’s cavalry brigade, and this simply because 
of his good record at the starr college and asa 
regimental officer, for he had no interest. I have 
seen it stated that Wolseley had been acauainted 
with Stewart’s merits long before the Zulu cam- 
paign, and had been steadily keeping his eye 
upon him, Thisisan error. Stewart was clean 
outside of what has been called the *“*gang.”’ I 
question, indeed, if he had ever exchanged 
words with Lord Wolseley. Of Stewart's effi- 
cipnoy as Marshall’s Brigade-Major every Officer 
of that force must havé a vivid recollection, but 
the Zulu campaign, for reasons which neéd not 
be now dwelt upon, was not the regular cavalry’s 
day. I remember well how Stewart chafed in 
his tetters; When,in May, the brigade rode up 
to where the dead tay on the slope at the foot of 
the Isandiwana Mountain, curbed by orders that 
forbade them to go further, I remember Stewart's 
repressed — of fury. Heincommand, with 
his head looge, the sorry experience would not 
have occurred of the ignominious retirement of 
a brigade of British sabres, followed by taunts 
and dropping shots from a handful of Zulu tribes- 


College together, and when the former was pre- 
aring for his court-martial Stewart confronted 
he fééling of the camp and eave him valuable 

assistance in drawing up his defense. When the 

advance on Ulundi was made the regular cavalry 
were relegated, save one squadron, to frontier 
work; and so Stewart, with many another eager 
soldier, was hindered from the fight for which 
he had longed. He was the first man I met at 

Landsmann’s Drift when I rode in with the news 

of thé victory, and after the first flush of happi- 

ness at the good tidings he turned away and was 
silent for a brief space, wrestiing momentarily 
with his sense of disappointment. 

I rode on to Durban and round by sea to Port 
Durnford to acquaint Sir Garnet Wolseley with 
the military situation insidé Zululand. In the 
course of a jong conversation, which traveled 
over an infinity of ground, I ventured to sug: 
gest to the new General in command that, if the 
opportunity should come in his way, it might 
repay him to take note what manner of man was 
thé officer serving as Marshall’s Brigade-Major. 
From former experience I knew how earnest 
was Wolseley in recruiting to himself, without 
regard to interest or position, men of real worth 
ib their profession. 

I have no ‘‘army list” here torefer to, but it is 
my impression that the general brevet for the 
Zulu campaign did not include Stewart’s name, 
and that he was not promoted tilllater, Be this 
as it may, no good billet fell to his lot when the 
force was broken up, and eager always for 
work, no matter how arduous or how obscure, 
he was content to accept from the late Gen. 
Clifford the charge of asection of the line of the 
communication from Zululand to the Transvaal. 
It was while fagging at this laborious serv- 
ice, stimulating lazy transport riders, flog- 
ging sluggish oxen, and throwing him- 
self into his humdrum duty with as 
much energy as if the work had been 
acampaign,in which evéry day might furnish 
a battle, that the turning point of his career 
arrived. On his way to Pretoria Wolseley rode 
the line of communication, studying its working 
as hé rode, with an eye that darts into the hearts 
of men and things. Stewart accompanied him 
over his section. and the result of that day‘s ride 
was that for Stewart there was to bé no more 
fagging among lines of comraunication. In the 
quiet, modest, ready cavalryman the chief recog. 
nized 2 sdldier after his own heart. Stewart 
rode on into Pretoria with Wolseley. He had 
taken that commander’s shilling; he had been re- 
cruited into the * gang.” 

The complement of Wolseley’s generosity in 
handing overto Baker Russell the conduct of 
the attack on Sekukuni’s Mountain was the as- 
signment to him of Stewart as his staff officer. 
More Gashing fighting man than the thrusting 
Colonel of the Thirteenth Hussars the British 
army does nét contain: but he is the first to con- 
fess the value to him of methodicai assistance in 
the details of organization. Over and over 
again, in his hearty, blusterous manner hé has 
waxed eloguentin my bearing as to the service 
which Herbert Stewart rendered in the elabor- 
ate setting in order of the particularly neat 
combination which made that operation a suc: 
cess so clean and brilliant. Stewart has no right 
to bealive after his conduct at Majuba Hill. 
There is a time fot everything under the 
sun, and it is the time for running away 
when every chance has gone to do any 
good by standing fast. Stewart may have done 
well to be ungry at what he there saw around 
him and behind him, but it is a piece of culpable 
self-indulgence for a man to be goaded by wrath, 
scorn, and shame into eryeny | death. Fortu- 
nately for others as well as for himself, Stewart 
missed what poor Colley sound, and not thé least 
interesting episode of his life was the time spent 
among the Boers as their prisoner of war. 
Just before he left Dongola for Korti he wrote 
me a long letter, whioh I received the other day. 
lt thus concludes: ‘* With 1,800 as pean soldiers 
as ever breathed, (he then expected to bave the 
Light Camel Corps,) if I cannot do something 
creditable, should the chance offer, I give you 
full pefmission to invest in the heaviest avail- 
able pair of boots to kick me wherewithal when 
I return to England.” No bootmaker will pro 
per because of this permission.

The connection of Mr. CHARLES FRAN- 
cis ADAMS, Jr., with the Union Pacific 
Railway Company appears to have hada 
peculiar effect upon his mind. He seems 


"to think that the Government ought to let 
the company alone and leave it to pro- 


vide for meeting its obligations in its own 
way, although it has thus far been en- 
gaged in no effort whatever to make such 
provision. The subsidy bonds of the Union 
‘Pacific amount to $27,286,512 and fall due 
Nov. 18, 1897. Those of the Kansas 
(Pacific, now absorbed in the Union 
Pacific, amount to $6,303,000 and fall due 
Nov. 17, 1896. The company has made no 
provision for paying these, and has fallen 
{nto arrears for interest to nearly the same 
amount. Mr. ApaMs thinks that the Gov- 
ernment, instead of devising a plan for 
collecting the debt from the company, 
even:-though it extend the pay- 
ment over a period of sixty years, 
phould permit it to go on putting 
its earnings into the construction of new 
lines, relying on the securities issued for 
the payment of its obligations. What 
the Government ought to do, or to have 
done, is to provide inexorably for the pay- 
ment of the interest and principal of 
the subsidy bonds at maturity. If Mr. 
Apams’s plan were adopted it would prob- 
ably have to come into possession of the 
property of the company, loaded with the 
prior lien of $27,229,000 first mortgage 
bonds, or lose its debt. 








The address of the National Committee 
of the National Party, regarded as an in- 
tellectual exhibition of its authors, is no 
doubt very ridiculous.

Prince BIsMaRCK is not what would 
be called a sensitive and shrinking creat- 
ure, but Lord GRANVILLE’s remarks will 
find their way even through his thick 
cuticle and cause it to tingle with an 
unpleasant but wholesome sensation of 
shame, It is true Lord GRANVILLE’s re- 
marks do not shed much light on the for- 
eign policy of England, but as a vindica- 
tion from the Chancellor’s reckless charges 
of a betrayal of confidence they will carry 
complete conviction. 








Messrs. Hiscock and MILLARD, of this 
State, and Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, 
Republican members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, yesterday called upon the 
President and assured him of their satis- 
faction with the spirit of his Inaugural 
address, and their intention to heartily 
support him in carrying it out. This was 
a sensible and manly thing to do, and 
these gentlemen unquestionably represent 
with perfect fairness the opinion of the 
Republican Party throughout the country. 
The principal suggestion in the annual 
report of Superintendent Rrockway, of 
the Elmira Reformatory, who is regarded 
as something of an expert in prison man- 
agement, and is the leading advocate of 
the piece-price plan of employing con- 
victs, is that prisoners should have an op- 








for themselves. Practically what he rec- 
ommends is that each prisoner should 
be required to earn his own living and 
should be permitted to save something 
for himself by earning more than a living 
while in prison. There is no doubt that 
an arrangement by which convicts could 
by industry and good conduct accumulate 
something for themselves would havea 
salutary effect upon their habits and dis- 
cipline in prison and afford a safeguard 
against their return to crime on their re- 
lease. Habits of industry, training in 
some regular occupation, and alittle money 
saved for immediate needs would go far 
toward saving discharged convicts from a 
relapse into evil ways. 








The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette re- 
marks of Mr. CLEVELAND’s inaugural: 
‘We detect nosaying in it that means 
business.” If our able contemporary will 
have patience it will be able before many 
months to re-read the inaugural and find 
in it a great deal of *‘ business.” It must 
remember that a similar dullness of per- 
ception afflicted it for some time in its 
study of the returns of the election last 
Fall, the full meaning of which it does not 
even yet appear to grasp. 








PREDICTING DIVISION. 


Some of our Republican contemporaries 
are enjoying, it appears, very much what 
they think is the certainty of a quarrel 
of President CLEVELAND with the Demo- 
cratic Party. They imagine that the 
quarrel is to come about by the rigid en- 
forcement of the President’s principles of 
civil service reform, and by the revolt of 
the office seekers of the party against 
this policy. It is not impossible that 
these expectations will be realized; 
but whether the Republican Party 
shall gain anything by such a di- 
vision of its opponents will depend 
entirely on the position taken by the party 
as to the cause of the division and upon 
the way in which that position is defined 
and sustained in its nominations and in 
the measures which it shall bring forward, 
The quarrel, if it take place, will be a 
very peculiar one, such as has never be- 
fore occurred, on any considerable scale, 
in any national party. It will be very 
much such a one as Mr. Haygs threat- 
ened his party with in 1877, but which 
was avoided by Mr, Hayes doing what 
Mr, CLEVELAND is not likely to do—back- 
ing down. 

Obviously Mr. CLEVELAND, should such 
acontest come about, would have some 
very distinct advantages, and there is 
every reason to suppose that he would be 
keenly alive to them and would know how 
to use them. In the first place, he would 
have the very great advantage of serving 
the interests of the whole people and hay- 
ing none of hisown at stake. The prin- 
ciple of reform to which he is pledged is 
simply that of filling all offices under the 
Government, not involving the party 
policy, with men chosen for fitness, 
tested by open competition and _ pro- 
bation, without regard to party. In 
doing this it is plain that he has 
nothing to gain but the satisfaction of 
his own conscience and the approval of 
the country. Up to the limit of the 
powers conferred by the act of Jan. 16, 
1883, he can carry out this principle at 
least until the close of the next fiscal year, 
which will take him through one-third of 
his Presidential term. Beyond those lim- 
its he would have to ask of Congress an 
appropriation sufficient to carry on any 
extension of the reform system that 
he may determine to make. At this 
point any opponents he may have in his 
own party in Congress would have an op- 
portunity to cripple him. They might, 
if they were numerous enough, refuse such 
an appropriation, or they might even re- 
peal the reform act, or annul it by omit- 
ting the appropriation needed to execute 
its present limited requirements. We do 
not believe they will do or try or venture 
to propose anything of the sort. They 
would not dare to do it. 

In the next place, Mr. CLEVELAND, sup- 
posing that his reform policy should ex- 
cite opposition in his own party, would 
have the decided advantage of the sincere 
and zealous support of a very large pro- 
portion of that party. This support would 
come from the ablest men of the party, 
and especially from the younger men, 

with the chances of the future before 
them and with energy and ambition 
to win those chances, men. who 
have no intention to tie themselves 
to the rotten and waterlogged ‘‘ spoils” 
plank of the Democracy, and do not feel 
that they need the patronage of office to 
get on in the politics of the United States 
in these days. This class has its repre- 
sentatives in Mr. CLEVELAND’S Cabinet, 
and we trust that all the Cabinet are in 
sympathy with it. Above all, Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND is himself its representative and the

spirit. A contest, even within the party, 
between this class and the ordinary spoils- 
mongers would be an interesting and in- 
structive spectacle, but it would not have 
the charm given by uncertainty as to its 
result. 

Supposing—and it is still only matter 
for supposition—that such a struggle is 
impending, our own party would be as 
severely tried by it as the Democratic 
Party. It would be the height of folly to 
infer that the mere fact of the struggle 
would necessarily be of advantage to us. 
Any advantage we could get from it 
would be from heartily sustaining the 
right. The Democracy might be split on 
this issue from Florida to New-York, and 
it would be no more easy than it was last 
year to elect a man like Mr. BLaing, In- 
deed it would be even more difficult. 








THE BACKBONE LAND GRANT. 


One of the last acts of President AR- 
THUR’s Administration was intended to 
give effect to what appears on its face to 
be one of the most scandalous of all the 
land grant frauds. The principle on 
which these cases of lapsed grants of 
lands to railroad companies have been 
dealt with by the Government is beyond 
the comprehension of ordinary minds. 
For years there has been a demand for 
their forfeiture in order that the lands 
may be opened up to settlement. On some 
of them settlements have already been 
made on the supposition that they right- 
fully belonged to the puplic domain when 
the railroad companies had failed to earn 
them and to receive patents therefor. 

The grant to the New-Orleans, Baton 
Rouge and Vicksburg Railroad was made 
in March, 1871, on condition that the road 
be completed in five years. It was not 
only not completed in five years, but it was 
never built at all. Early in 1882, long 
after the grant had lapsed, and ought to 
have been declared forfeit and restored to 
the public domain, the old company, 
which maintained a nominal existence, 
undertook to transfer it to the 
New-Orleans Pacific Company, whose 
line was not the same, but was 
located on the other side of the 
Mississippi River. The New-Orleans 
Pacific was under the control of the Texas 
Pacific, and practically formed part of its 
line. In point of merit the transfer did 
not differ at all from that which the Texas 
Pacific undertook to make of its unearned 
grant to the Southern Pacific. The lands 
did not belong to the New-Orleans, Baton 
Rouge and Vicksburg Railroad Company, 
and it is not easy to see how it could 
transfer them to another corporation, 
especially to one which had not succeeded 
in any way to its rights and did not own 
the route upon which the road was to be 
built whose construction the land grant 
was intended to promote. 

When the attempt was made to induce 
the Secretary of the Interior to issue pat- 
ents for this land to the New-Orleans 
Pacific Company he consulted the Attor- 
ney-General in regard to the legal aspects 
of the matter. Mr. BREWSTER gave the 
opinion that the assignment was valid, 
and that the lands could be legally 
patented to the assignee company. 
The remarkable statement is now 
made that this opinion was prepared 
by the attorneys of the corporation 
to benefit by it. When the papers in the 
case were submitted to President ARTHUR 
he gave them his approval, but a resolu- 
tion of inquiry offered by the vigilant 
Senator VAN Wyck caused the Secretary 
of the Interior to delay the issue of the 
patents and await Congressional action. 
Congress failed to act, and at the very 
close of the term of Mr. TELLER’s service 
the patents were issued. The presumption 
is that this will give the New-Orleans 
Pacific a valid title to these lands, as it is 
in effect a conveyance from the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. VaN Wyck does not propose that 
this transaction shall pass without in- 
quiry. He offered a resolution yesterday 
which he expects tourge upon the Senate 
to-day, and which contains some very 
pointed inquiries addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. It is to be hoped 
that it will be adopted, and that explicit 
answers will be obtained. If the trans- 
fer is not complete and valid as it 
stands, steps should be taken to 
prevent its execution. It is intimated 
that if the Texas Pacific Forfeiture bill 
had not passed patents would have been 
issued in a similar manner conveying the 
lands of its lapsed grant to the Southern 
Pacific. There is no reason to doubt this, 
as the merits of the two cases were sub- 
stantially the same, but the action of 
Secretary TELLER, sustained as it was by 
President ARTHUR and other members of 
his Cabinet, does not seem to be suscep- 
tible of any explanation creditable to them. 
It was a plain case of giving away lands 
of the United States to a railroad corpora- 
tion which had no equitable right to them. 








SENATOR RIDDLEBERGER. 


Mr. RIDDLEBERGER, of Virginia, has not 
succeeded in abusing ‘‘the courtesy of 
the Senate” so far as seriously to obstruct 
the confirmation of President CLEVE- 
LAND’s Cabinet. He did succeed in ex- 
hibiting himself as completely as if he had 
delayed the confirmation for a month. 

Mr. RIDDLEBERGER’S performance is 
unique, inasmuch as he took advantage 
of the courtesy of the Senate to outrage 
that courtesy. The same unwritten rule 
which prevents the Senate from sum- 
marily suppressing a bore or a boor dic- 
tates that any member or former member 
of the Senate whose name shall be submit- 
ted by the President shall be appointed 
without delay and without debate. There 
may, of course, be occasions when this rule 
of etiquette may properly be set aside 
by considerations more important than 
those of etiquette. But the nomination 
of a Cabinet can scarcely offer one of 
these occasions. Common sense and com- 
mon justice dictate that the President 
should be untrammeled in his selection of 
the men who are to form, not merely the 
heads of the executive departments, but 
also a body of confidential counselors. 
If his responsibility for the executive 
branch of the Government is to be com- 
plete, his control must also be complete 
and his choice unrestricted, This is the 








wholesome rule upon which the Senate 
has hitherto acted. Action upon any 
other theory, whenever the President was 
of one party and the majority of 
the Senate of the other, and whenever 
therefore the President’s nominations 
were not such as a majority of the Senate 
would have advised, would bring the ma- 
chinery of Government to a deadlock. 
None but very grave and vital objections 
would justify a refusal to let the Presi- 
dent choose his own Cabinet without let 
or hindrance. When this obvious condi- 
tion of Executive responsibility is rein- 
forced by ‘‘ the courtesy of the Senate” 
with regard to the promotion of its own 
members, it seems clear that no Senator 
who opposes it is entitled to be classed 
either with statesmen or with gentlemen. 

This may be an entirely superfluous 
demonstration as it respects Senator Rip- 
DLEBERGER. His objection to Mr. BAyaRD 
was that Mr. Bayarp had introduced into 
the Senate a resolution denouncing assas- 
sination by dynamite. This resolution 


“was so proper and so becoming that the 


Senate was irresistibly impelled to adopt 
it, and Mr. RIDDLEBERGER was irresist- 
ibly impelled to oppose it. His op- 
position to it was a grossness of the 
same kind and of very nearly the 
same degree as his opposition to 
the appointment of its author to be Secre- 
tary of State. It is worth noting, how- 
ever, how moral degeneracy comes to 
affect a man’s manners. Senator RIDDLE- 
BERGER exemplifies DE QUINCEY’s depre- 
cation of habitual murder as having a 
tendency to vice. ‘‘When once a man 
begins to commit murder habitually,” 
said the moralist, ‘‘ very soon he comes to 
think little of robbery, and from that he 
goes to drunkenness and Sabbath-break- 
ing, and from that to incivility and 
procrastination.” We have no means 
of knowing what Senator RIDDLE- 
BERGER’S standards of personal behavior 
may have been before they were re- 
adjusted by his political environment, 
but it is sadly evident what they are now. 
His advocacy of theft in the domestic pol- 
itics of Virginia and of wholesale murder 
in the foreign politics of the United States 
has blunted his sensibilities until he has 
made s0 offensive and objectionable an ex- 
hibition of himself as must make his col- 
leagues wish that the courtesy of the Sen- 
ate might be temporarily suppressed for 
the purpose of permanently suppressing 
RIDDLEBERGER. 





INTO AFGHANISTAN. 


War and rumors of war in so remote 
and unpeopled a region as the home of the 
Turcomans of Central Asia are confusing 
enough to the Occidental mind; but there 
is no other reason why they should be 
uninteresting to it. The situation there, 
injfact, is mightily interesting, and even 
impressive, when it becomes clear to the 
understanding. No such interests are in- 
volved in the other questions of this time, 
neither in the Soudan rebellion nor in the 
colonial acquisitions of Germany. The 
Central Asian situation permits the imag- 
ination of an American to take easy 
flights, and it well may arouse the British 
mind to a state of heat threatening actual 
panic, for all things are possible from it, 
even though the end of it should be peace. 

When SHERE ALI sat upon the throne of 
Afghanistan nothing in the operations to 
the north gave him more concern than 
the future of Badghees, his fertile north- 
western province between the Rivers 
Hari Rud and Marghab. He saw that the 
overthrow of the Turcomans by Russia 
would inevitably be followed by the Tur- 
comans taking refuge in Badghees, and 
that this event would simply pave the 
way for the Russians to follow, either as 
the enemies or as the protectors of the 
Turcomans. And this is precisely the 
situation that the Ameer of Afghanistan 
and the Government of Great Britain are 
now confronted with. 

The southern boundary of Russia in that 
whole region which stretches eastward 
from the Caspian to the Oxus has re- 
mained for years unsettled. The con- 
quest of Merv simply added a new ele- 
ment to a situation of uncertainty that 
had previously existed, and for the settle- 
ment of which Russia does not appear 
ever to have taken any really sincere and 
final steps. Her Persian frontier some 
years ago was the subject of tedious. ne- 
gotiations, ending at last in a treaty which 
accomplished nothing definite, a commis- 
sion having been named for the “ accu- 
rate tracing of the frontier.” Thus. the 
whole matter was left in a state that 
permitted of endless disputes and 
convenient litigation. Meanwhile the rail- 
way eastward from the Caspian has been 
proceeded with whenever it was conven- 
ient or wise to do so, and Turcoman raids 
have been unable to stop the undertaking. 
This railway now stretches a long way 
toward Sarakhs, if it has not already 
reached Sarakhs, while the surveys for its 
extension southward have been made 
along the valley of the Hari Rud to Herat 
itself. M. Lessar, the Russian envoy re- 
cently in London, made these surveys, and 
has become familiar with the whole region 
in dispute through several years of per- 
sonal experience there. When Russiasent 
him to London, therefore, she sent an en- 
voy who thoroughly knew the country he 
was talking about, which is perhaps more 
than can be said of those with whom he 
conversed, 

Since the fall of Geok Tepé the Turco- 
mans have found their way in large num- 
bers into the Badghees Province as SHERE 
ALI predicted would be the case. Round 
about Penjdeh many of the Sariks tribe of 
Turcomans have settled; further to the 
north the Salors, also a Turcoman tribe, 
have congregated, while near the entrance 
to the Robat Pass camping places have 
been made by the Salors. Through the 
Robat Pass the road to Herat is an easy 
one and not more than forty miles in 
length. It is a fine Russian theory that 
wherever the Turcomans have camped, 
there the supremacy of Russia should 
be acknowledged, for Russian authority 
extends over all the Turcoman tribes. 
This theory put into practice would now 
bring the Russians down to the very en- 
trance to this pass, Joining it to another 
theory, that the frontier of a country 
should be marked either by a mountain or 
a river, they have constructed a map for 














the Afghan frontier still further south 
than the pass along a line which, at the 
nearest point, is only thirty miles distant 
from Herat. 

England is pledged to maintain the in-: 
dependence of Afghanistan; she pro- 
foundly desires its independence, and 
would probably be as ready to fight for it 
were she not pledged to maintain it; but 
she is in no condition to undertake a great 
war, and the Government policy obviously 
is to avoid one if possible with honor. 
The danger lies in frontier fighting 
breaking out while diplomacy is work- 
ing delays, and in the rashness of 
Russians now in the field, who are 
ambitious to push forward to the south. 
When the Afghan authorities sent 
troops recently to Penjdeh, the Russians 
declared that the safety of Sarakhs was 
thereby threatened, and then moved south- 
ward more than fifty miles toward Herat, 
or one-third the whole distance to that 
stronghold. That they will stop here no 
Englishman will believe.

IGNORANCE AND PRESUMPTION. 


It appears that there is a club in this 
city called the Twilight Club, and that it 
occasionally combines dinner with the 
discussion of important questions. Last 
Thursday night the Twilight Club dined 
and discussed the question, ‘‘ How Should 
Girls be Trained ?’? A more reckless dis- 
play of mingled ignorance and presump- 
tion has never been made by any club in 
this city or elsewhere. 

What in the world could the sixty-odd 
gentlemen of the Twilight Club possibly 
know about training girls? They have 
never, so far as is known, been either 
mothers or nursery maids, and they know 
about as much concerning the proper way 
of training girls as they know about dress- 
making. And yet these persons, not hav- 
ing either the love of truth or the fear of 
female indignation before their eyes, de- 
liberately talked about the training of 
girls as if it were a subject with which 
they had been familiar for fifty years. 

The debate was opened by a well-known 
sanitary engineer, who found fault with 
mothers. He said that ‘‘mothers were 
too timid about telling their daughters 
things.” Are they, indeed! And what 
might be the “things” which mothers 
fail to tell their daughters? Thatsanitary 
engineers make desirable husbands ? for 
example, or that the noblest study of 
womankind is drainage? How does the 
speaker know what mothers do or leave 
undone? A mother is not a sanitary ap- 
pliance, neither does a knowledge of sani- 
tary engineering render a man an expert 
in girls. 

The next reckless man was a physician. 
Of course, he said that girls ought not to 
wear corsets. The persistence with which 
doctors oppose the wearing of corsets 
tends to create the suspicion that corsets 
are powerfully prophylactic and ward off 
diseases that would otherwise call for the 
employment of doctors. In the case of 


this particular doctor, his suggestion that 


girls ought to play football shows what 
kind of a man he is. He remarked that 
‘‘ there is no game that gives the muscles 
of the body such perfect and healthful 
play as football,” and that “ girls could 
be provided with gymnastic suits and per- 
mitted to kick the ball about.” It is 
plain that this doctor wants to set 
broken legs and monkey with broken 
ribs. He wants our girls to play match 
games under the Rugby rules, to trip one 
another up, to indulge in scrimmages, 
and to tear all the clothes from their 
backs and to contuse every separate organ 
in their bodies. Nice training for girls 
this would be! Why didhe not recom- 
mend girls to enter the prize ring, and to 
fight under the Marquis of Queensberry’s 
rules? He may rest assured that when 
mothers learn what he has said they will 
not be too timid about telling him some 
things as to his conduct which will be 
very far from meeting his views. 

After the doctor came a prominent 
lawyer and Federal officeholder. 
betrayed his ignorance of girls in his very 


first sentence, for he remarked that ‘‘a’ 


girl isa human being.” She is nothing 
of the sort, but is far superior to any 
human being, whether in or out of a Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. The speaker, hav- 
ing thus displayed: his ignorance, pro- 
ceeded to find fault with the clothing of 
girls on the ground that it ‘‘fetters a 
girl’s body.” Much he knows about it. 
The ordinary everyday clothes worn 
by girls permit a freedom of. move- 
ment of which a boy knows nothing. 
Let this ignorant critic undertake to 


slide down a bannister in competition 


with his youngest daughter and he will 
find that while her clothing is uninjured 
his clothing will have given way in half a 
dozen places.. As for the ball dresses 
worn by girls, it is preposterous to say 
that they fetter the body. Itis true that 
these dresses do to some extent fetter the 
wearers’ waists, but it cannot be alleged 
by any one with the slightest regard for 
truth that they fetter or even cover the 
greater part of the body. 

Then a famous rifleman said that “a 
father could do but little toward training 
a girl,” and he might have added thata 
clubman could do even less. The rifle- 
man evidently had daughters of his own 
who read the newspapers, and he was 
very careful not to say anything that 
could get him into difficulties. He objected 


to ‘‘promiscuous hugging and kissing,” 


but he took pains to say that this disgrace- 
ful behavior ‘‘sometimes prevailed in 
country places,” thereby exonerating our 
local girls. How did the gentleman learn 
that hugging and kissing prevail in 
country places—such as Long Island, for 
instance? It looks as if his excess of 
caution had led him to compromise him- 
self, and‘he was probably called upon yes- 
terday morning, after THz Tres had been 
read at his house, to explain in what way. 
he. obtained his facts in regard to the 
manners and customs of country places. 
Finally an ex-Judge announced it to be 
his decision that ‘“‘as a rule girls train

be fully competent to train their fathers, 
but they know enough not to dine to- 
gether in order to discuss the proper way 
to train fathers. With all their faulte, 


‘girls have some slight appreciation of the 


fact that they do not know everything, 
and it would be an impossibility to find 
sixty girls in this city who would fancy 
themselves capable of deciding how men 
ought to dress, what games they ought to 
play, and what things a man’s mother 
should say to him.

Of course he has always known all about 
the statute, but supposed it to be a rhe- 
torical flourish, intended to soothe the 
sensibilities of pious persons -in the rural 
districts.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Avery enjoyable performance of ‘** The 
Pirates of Penzance” was given at the Academy 
of Music last evening in aid of the Police Pen- 
sion Fund. The house was crowded in every 
part, and lauehter and applause were loud and 
frequent. ‘‘The Pirates” wear better than 
“Pinafore” or * Patience.” The former was

THE CROP PROSPECTS. 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM WASHINGTON 
TERRITORY AND* OREGON. 
PORTLAND, Oregon, March 6.—The crop 





prospects in portions of Eastern Washington. 


Territory anc Oregon for the coming season are 


very. encouraging and the promised yield is. 


large. Walla Walla County in Eastern Washing- 
ton Territory and the four attached townships of 
Umatilla County, Oregon, according to the latest 
and best estimates, have 225,000 acres, principal- 
ly wheat, which with 25,000 acres more to be 
sown in the Spring, in wheat, oats, and barley, 
signifies a harvest of 
Umatilla County, Oregon, except four 
townships, has, say, 200,000 acres of 
5,000,000 bushels; Columbia County, Washing- 
ton Territory, has about 75,000 acres of 
2,000,000 bushels, a total of 14,000,000 bushels, and 
more probably than less. The weather since last 
Fall has been of the most favorable character, 
and thus far everything points to a larger harvest 
and more bountiful yield by from one-third to 
two-thirds than ever before known, and as the 
crop is in on Summer fallow ground by far the 
largest average per acre is promised. In South- 
ern Oregon—Roque River Valley and Umpqua 
Valley—the crop prospects were never known 
to be better. The snow, which fell heavily dur- 
ing December and January, has about al! disap- 
peared, and the ground thus protected by the 
snow was not frozen, and the water was all ab- 
sorbed. Farmers put in a large amount of wheat 
last Fall, and it all looks very thrifty. Thus far 
there have been no frosty nights, and the 
weather is fair. The grain prospects never 
looked more encouraging. 1n Eastern Oregon, 


in those very extensive regions lying east 
of the Cascade Mountains, the out- 
look tor a large crop of grain the 


coming season was never more flattering. 
Umatilla County alone is one of the heaviest 
grain yielding sections in Eastern Oregon, and 
the acreage is one-third larger than two ycars 
ago; and allmost_all that will be thrashed was 
sown last Fall. In that region there will be 
very little grain sown this Spring. A large quan- 
tity of Summer fallow was sown last Fall. 


CoLtumMBvus, Ohio, March 6.—The State 
crop report for March was forwarded to Wash- 
ington to-day. It shows 44 per cent. of the corn 
crop of 1884 still on hand, and 40 per cent. of the’ 


‘wheat crop. The report says that it is too early 


to form a clear estimate on the condition of 
Winter. wheat, as snow still covers a great part 
of it. Inthe southern part of the State it is badly 
damaged, indicating that the crop of theState 
cannot reach 75 per ccnt. of a full average.

THE LABOR OF CHILDREN 


NONE UNDER TWELVE YEARS O 
TO WORK IN FACTORIES. 

- A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR SETTLING CLAIMS 
FOR DAMAGES SUSTAINED AT THE BRIDGE 
SB ISASTER—AGAINST WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 
ALBANY, March 6.—In the Assembly to- 
@ay.the bill to make 12 years the minimum age 
at which children can be set to work in factories 
In which machinery is used passed, with only one 
“dissenting vote and with 81 votes in its favor. 
Thesingle exception was Mr. Byrne, of Warren 
Gounty, a Democrat. The bill is substantially 
the same that was in the Legislature last Winter, 
except that it makes the age limit 12 years in- 
stead of 14. Both. bills were introduced -by a 
labor member from Utica, Mr. Steber being its 
sponsor this year. Besides forbidding the em- 
ployment of children under 12 years, it 
hmits the hours of such factory employ- 
ment of minors and also of women to 10 a 
day, forbids the employment of any person 
between the ages of 12and 14 whois unable to 
reaa and write, and requires factory employers 
to keep posted in their places of business notices 
stating the number of hours their employes are 
required to work, and, in cases of children, their 
names and ages. All factories employing Jess 
than 2% people are exempted-from the pro- 
In order to secure the en- 
forcement of the act the Governor is authorized 


to appoint three Inspectors, one from each pol- 
itical party, and one from some labor organiza- 
tion. Each-Inspector is given a salary of $1,200a 
year. For the expenses of the three $2, is ap- 
propriated. The Inspectors are authorized to 
Visit factories within reasonable hours to obtain 
information, ana their report must be made to 
the bureau of Labor Statistics on or before the 
Ist day of November. -Walter Howe endeavored 
-to bave the limit of age: for children it years in- 
stead of 12, but he was voted down by a rising 
vote, and the bill then pa-sed. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Hendricks, of Onon- 
daga, to better protect common carriers from 
explosions of powder and other dangerous arti- 
cles ot freight, was brought out!by the destruc- 
tion of atrain running from Elmira to Law- 
renceviile, Penn., recently. The train broke in 
two, and when the parts came together again 
there was an explosion which destroyed many 
dollars’ worth of property. The trainmen did 
not know, it is claimed, that there were any 
explosives aboard, for no packages received 
On the cars were so marked. The Hendricks 
bill uires all explosive packages to be prop- 
erly labeled as such, and neglect or failure to 
60 mark them is made punishable by imprison- 
‘ment and fine. It authorizes agents of any 
carrier company to open suspected packages not 
marked us required. If the contents are found 
to be explosive the fact is evidence against the 
shipper. The woods may be confiscated and, 
‘atter aspecitied time, sold forthe benetit of the 
public treasury. In case any unmarked package 
explodes while in the care of a common carrier, 
all damage done by it must be borne by the 
Bpipper of the deadly stutf. 

Major Haggerty brought in a bill to effecta 
tettiement of the damages sustained by individ- 
uals in the crush on the New-York approach of 
the New-York and Brookiyn Bridge on May 
BO, 1883.

ssentative. The Referee shall th-n proceed as in 
the cases of assessment for damages. Eight 
days’ notice is allowed of the bearing and eight 
days more ‘to the Corporation Counsel! for the 
cities, respectively. after the Referee’s report 
comes in betore a motion to confirm it can be 
made. In case of minors the court is directed to 
appoint guardians ad litem. The amount of 
damages in no case shall exceed the legal amount 
in cases of death through negiect or default of 
others responsible for the safety of individuals. 
The damages awerded shall be sustained by the 
two cities in proportion to the pecuniary _inter- 
est of each in thejbridge, two-thirds for Brook- 
Tyn and one-third for New-York. The bill went 
to the Committee on Claims.

THE ELMIRA REFORMATORY. 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE SUPERINTEND- 
ENT AND MANAGERS. 

AusBany, March 6.—The annual report of 
the New-York State Reformatory at Elmira, 
which has been sent to the Legislature, contains 
alarge quantity of interesting information in 
regard to the workings of the institution. The 
Genera! Superintendent, Z. R. Brockway, says in 
his portion of the report: ‘**The prisoner here, 
since he. may by his cheerful efiective labor 
somewhat increase his physical comfort, is to 
that extent, and that only, under the same mo- 
tive that actuates the tree citizen; but monetary 
profit from his exertionis not possible to him, 


mor, on ihe other hand,is he lable to serious 
deprivations forindolence andimprovidence. He 
may be forced to labor and punished for waste- 
tuiness; itis not practicable, however, under a 
system of labor that selis the time -of the pris- 
oner to a third party, to subject him to 
the necessity and to properly train him 
in the practice of earning, saving, defending, 

md expending, as the worthy citizen must do. 
Te is just here a change is needed; here is to be 
found the missing link of a unified effectual re- 


’ formatory prison system. Every prisoner, on 


admission to prison, should be at once. .put upon 
his own resources for his living,and when the 
lack of ability to earn is so great. that.he cannot 
subsist by his own voluntary efforts he is a pau- 
in prison as such 
persons are outside. A system of prison labor 
Dy which each and every prisoner shal] be placed 
-a8 to economics on a similar basis to the actual 
citizen, and with similar though necessarily di- 
mini-hed opportunities of legitimate expenditure 
out of his own earnings, is exactly what is de- 


The portion of the report dealing with the 
sducationa! system of the institution contains a 
schedule of the studies pursued, abstracts of 
some of the lectures, and copies of some of the 
examination papers. The standard of the ad- 
vanced classes, as thus indicated, is quite up to 
that of the best schools and even.of some col- 
Jeges. Provision is also made for the education 
of illiterates and for instruction of an industrial 

nature. The whole machinery of the institution 
according to the report, directed toward prep- 
ration for “successful earning and living.” 
e financial part of the report shows that the 
oss outlay for maintenance during the vear 
884 was $98,719 41; the income, mainly from the 
Jabor of inmates, $72,903 18. The wet cost of 
maintenance to the State for the year was tLere- 
fore $25,816 23. The Board of Managers express 
the opinion that the time bas come for extend- 
ing the buildings, and recommends«that the 
Legislature appropriate $100,000 for the purpose 
-of continuing the south wing in keeping with 
the genera! architectural design of the buildings. 





THE CHEAPEST LABOR AMERICAN. 

£. J. Donnell, of this city, lectured on 
“The Influence of Wages in Natiomal In- 
dustrial Competition” before the- Brook- 
lyn Revenue Reform Club at the Art As- 
pociation Halil, Brooklyn, last night. Thomas 


G. Shearman introduced the speaker to 
the 200 persons present. Mr. Donnell said that 
the country which paid the highest. wages for 
labor was the naturai master of the worid’s pro- 
ductive countries. The true barometer of wages 
was the degree to which labor- was productive. 
‘Wages and productive power rose and fell to- 
ether. This country stood highest in both, 
England next. But England was tree, while we 
were fettered by a protective tariff. The attempt 
to establish special industries by a special tariff 
had succeeded, but it bad not increased our pro- 
ductive powers. The producer and the merchant 
were essential to each other. Development of 
the merchant facuity in this country was mainly 
the fruit of our internal free trade. 

“ The cheapest labor in the world.” the speaker 
said, “* when measured byljits producing power, is 
the American, next that of England, and so 
down to the lowest wage-paying country. This 
being true, why do we not take the place that 
belongs to us in the world’s commerce? Our 
system of tariff taxation is the evi) cause. Free 
raw material tosuvh an extent that American 
manufacturers can export! The iron monopoly 
ghould be the point o attack for revenue re- 
form: it isthe foundation and the bulwark of 
the tariff system. They tell us President Cleve- 
land is going to give us a non-partisan Adminis- 
tration. Patriotism will. be above party. Such 

“en Administration cannot fail to bring about 
revenue reform. If wehad a scientific system 
of taxation, our superiority in the markets of the 
world would be exactly in proportion to the 
superiority of our natural conditions as indicat- 
ed by our higher wages. sg

James Scott, of the old firm of William 
Scott’s Sons, coffee brokers, at No. 11] Wall- 


Street, died at his home in Fifth-avenue yester- 


day forenoon, aged 48 years. He left his office on 
Saturday afternoon in good spirits and appar- 
ently in excellent health. On Sunday he com- 
plained of feeling unwell. Symptoms of pneu- 
monia manifested themselves, and Mr. Scott's 


condition grew steadily worse. A widow and 
two daughters survive iim. The dead merchant, 
with his brother John F., succeeded to the 
business established by their father, William 
Scot in. .1848. 


The old gentleman _re- 
tired from the firm in February, 1884. 
James was born in this. city, and after 


receiving an education in the old Free Academy, 
now the College of the City of New-York, he was 
taken into his father’s office and brought up in 
the coffee trade, in which he was widely known. 
He was an enterprising business man, and pos- 
sessed social qualities that made him popular. 
He belonged to the Union Club, the Union 
League Club, the New-York Yacht Club, the 
American Jockey Club, the Down-town Club, 
the Coffee Exchange, the Importers and Grocers’ 
Exchange, the Chicago Stock Exchange, and the 
Baltimore Coffee Exchange. The old firm was 
closely identified with the organization and suc- 
cess of the New-York Coffee Exchange.

LORENZO BURROWS. 

Lorenzo Burrows died at Albion, N. Y., 
yesterday morning. He was born in Groton, 
Conn., March 15, 1805. He was educated in the 
common schools and at the Plainfield Academy 
in that State. In November, 1824, he removed to 
Albion, N. Y., where he had since lived. During 
the first 12 years of his residence in Albion he 


was engaged in mercantile business with his 
brother, R. S. Burrows. In 1839 the two brothers 


established the Bank of Albion, and for the first 


10 years Lorenzo was the Cashier atid manager. 
In 1864 the bank became the First.National Bank 
of Albion, and was the first National Bank in 
Western New-York. -Mr. Burrows retired from 
active connection with the bank in 1849. In 1848 
he was elected a Representative in Congress, and 
in 1850 was re-elected. He formed an intimate 
friendship with Henry Clay, and was beside his 
dying bed, aiding in watching and caring for 
him. In 1855 Mr. Burrows became State Con- 
troiler. In the financial crisis of 1857 Mr. Bur- 
rows managed the funds of the State so that no 
loss was suffered. Mr. Burrows was one of the 
organizers of the Albion Academy, and was for 
peony years President of its Board of Trustees. 
Mr. Burrows was elected a Regent of the Uni- 
versity of the State of New-York in 18538, and 
was the oldest member of the board.

CHARLES A. WHITNEY. 
Charles A. Whitney, Secretary of the 
East River Savings Bank, died of pneumonia at 
his home, No. 140 East Forty-fifth-street, yes- 
terday, at the age of 70. Last Monday afternoon 
he was at the bank in his accustomed health, 


but that night he was stricken with fieumonia. 
His condition was not at first considered dan- 
gerous, but he gradually grew worse. He was 
born in Pottsville, Penn., in 1815, of old Pennsy!l- 
vania stock. Asa young man he was employed 
in a Philadelphia hardware store. Later he en- 
gaged in the mining and shipping of coal, until 
the year 1842, when he came to this city. He was 
Clerk of the Common Council when Richard 
Schieffelin was its President and James Harper 
was Mayor. The Astor Fire Insurance Company 
owed its existence partially to Mr. Whitney, and 
for a number of years he was Secretary of that 
association. At the organization of the East 
River Savings Bank, in 1848, he was elected its 
Secretary, and he had ever since occupied the 
position.

ANXIOUS TO GO TO THE SOUDAN. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 6.—There is 
no doubt that if the imperial authorities ac- 
cept the offer of a Canadian contingent for 
service in the Soudan that a force can be easily 
raised in Montreal of from twoto three thou- 
sand good men, some of whom have already 
seen service both inthe regular army and the 
Cenadian volunteer forces. Leading merchants 
are disposed, should the Government equip a 
couple of good regiments, to supplement any 
Government grant by the raising of a patriotic 
fund to provide for the families of those whom 
the chances of war may disable. Lieut.-Col. 
Bond, of the First Battalion of the Prince of 
Wales Rifles, has offered to raise 500 men. Lieut.- 
Co). Worsley. Brigade Major and formerly of the 
Sixtieth Rifles, at pre-ent in the Soudan, is 
ready for service. Capt. Lydon, of the Fifth 
Royal Scots, also anold regular, has offered his 
services, and many others express a willingness 
to go. 


Toronto, Ontario, March 6.—Many of- 
ficers here have sent in their names for active 
service inthe Soudan, and it is expected that 
more will do soif the British Government ac- 
cepts the offer already made. It is felt, how- 
ever, that the rank and file will require greater 
inducements tosecure their services than the 
meagre pay of a privatein the English Army. 
Such, at least, is the opinion expressed by a 
prominent officer here. He added that the extra 
inducement would have to come from the Can- 
adian Government or the Canadian people, as 
the English: Government would not think of 
discriminating in favor of Canadian regiments. 


QveEsBec, March 6.—The report that the 
British Government would accept. colonial con- 
tingents for service in the Soudan created a 
good deal of discussion here to-day. Col. Cot- 
ton, commandant at the citadel, states that he 
feels certain that three-fourths of the men in 
the battery would willingly enlist for active 
service. One of the leading militia officers here 
said that on very short notice he could raise a 
battalion of well-disciplined-and stalwart men 
whose physical features would be a credit to the 
country.

MR. GARLAND TO A FRIEND.

FALLING OFF IN THE NEW-YORK 
CENTRAL'S REVENUES, 

A QUARTERLY DIVIDEND OF ONE PER CENT. 
BARELY EARNED--BAD WEATHER AND 
COMPETITION THE CAUSES. 

As has been foreshadowed for several 
weeks past, the Directors of the New-York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Railroad Company, at the 
quarterly meeting yesterday, ordered a reduc- 
tion in the dividend for the quarter ending 
March $1.to 1 per cent., instead of the 144 per 
cent. paid for the preceding quarter and the 2 
per cent. declared a year ago. President Rutter 
stated that during the quarter the business of 
the company had beén affected to an unprece- 
dented degree by the severe weather, not only 
along the line of the road, but also at the far 
West, which had deprived the road of business 
from its Western connections. It is understood 
from other sources that the net earnings of the 


road for the month of February were practically 
nothing. The figures for the quarter, with the 
earnings for the month of March estimated, are

ENDING A LONG FIGHT. 

UNION PACIFIC AND ST. JOSEPH AND 
WESTERN TO WORK IN HARMONY. 

The long fight between the Union Pacific 
and St. Joseph and Western Railroads has at 
length been settled to the-satisfaction of all the 
interests involved, and with the reorganization 
of the latter company the two roads will act in 
harmony hereafter. Onder the plan of reor- 
ganization which has been agreed upon the 
three divisions of ths St. Joseph and Western 
will be consolidated, making a line of 251 miles 
from Grand Island, Neb.. on the Union 
Pacific, to the city of St. Joseph, Mo. 
Seven million first more 6 per cent. 
bonds will be issued, with which the old firsts 
will be taken up and $500,000 left in the treasury 
for necessary improvements. Sixteen hundred 
thousand income bonds will also be issued, in 
exchange for the outstanding second mone? 
bonds, and a new issue of $5,000,000 stock will be 
made to retire the St. Joseph and Western stock 
and that of the great bridge over the Missouri 
River at St. Joseph. The Central Trust Compa- 
ny will be the Trustee of the new bonds. 

The road last year did a business which netted 
sufficient to pay the interest on both the firsts 
and income bonds to issued under the reor- 
ganization. Thesettiement also provides fora 
reduction of tolls on the bridge from $5 to $2 
per car. The committee which has brought 
about the settlement is composed of James Par- 
ish and James Benedict tor the security holders 
of the St. Joseph and Western and Henry 
Hinckley on the part of the Union Pacific. 


PURCHASING A RIVAL LINE. 
MriwavKkeEr, March 6.—a special dis- 
patch to the Wisconsin from Marquette says: 
“The rumor of the purchase of the 
Marquette and Western Railway by the 
Marquette, Houghton and Ontonagon Rail- 
road Company, which has been current 


for some time, has been confirmed, the 
sale having taken place in the latter part of Feb- 
ruary. The Marquette and Western extends for 
15 ios west of Marquette to Negaunee and Ish- 
eming. It was compelled tocross the Marquette, 
oughton and Ontonagon track at Negaunee 
upon trestles. The lines are nearly parallel. 
The Marquette and Western last year and 
in 1883 carried to Marquette 320,000 tons of iron 
ore, while the Marquette, Houghton and Onton- 
agon carried only about 770,000 tons. By thenew 
deal the Marquette, Houghton and Ontonagon 
will be again given a monopoly of the ore carry- 
ing of the Marguette iron range, The price of 
the road, with equipments, is $1,400,000. The 
Houghton Company pays for this in its first 
mortgage 6 per cent. bonds and with 6,000 shares 
of common stock. The company will be com- 
pelled to build its line through to Ontonagon 
soon, or lose part of its valuable land grant.” 


THE COAL COMBINATIONS. 

The soft coal pool between the coal- 
carrying trunk lines went into effect yesterday. 
Walter Freeman, formerly division freight agent 
of the United Railroads of New-Jersey, was ap- 
pointed Commissioner.

'LEVELAND IN BUFFALO 
HOW HE CAME TO BE ELECTED MAYOR— 
PERSONAL CHARACTERISTICS, 

From the Buffalo Commercial, March 4. 

At Washington to-day the Hon. Grover 
Cleveland, of Buffalo, was duly inauguratéd 
President of the United States. He is the twenty- 
fifth President, and the second citizen of Buffalo 
who has attained that great office, the first one 
being the late Millard Fillmore, who became 
President on the death of President Taylor, in 
1850. 

Only three years ago the new President was 
Mayor of Buffalo, and on March 4, 1882, he would 
have said ** impossible” and ** ridiculous” to any 
ope who would have predicted to him the 
event of to-day. The circumstances of his pub- 
lic career and his wonderful political fortune 


are well known; buta few little reminiscences, 
incidentally bearing on his advancement, may 
not be out of place. 

It isa well-known fact thatin the Fall of 1881 
the local Democracy were all at sea in regard to 
a candidate for Mayor. Mr. Cleveland was busy 
in his law practice, and was regarded as out of 
politics so far as being a candidate for any office 
was concerned. in the Hancock Presidential 
campaign he took very little part, and only made 
one or two speeches. One afternoon, just before 
the City Convention, Lawyer Cieveland, who had 
been busy in court all day, entered the restau- 
rant of his friend Micnael Doll. At one of the 
tables sat a group of Democratic politicians dis- 
cussing the Mayoralty question. Mr. Cleve- 
land entered one of them exclaimed, 
“There’s the man we, want,” and he was 
invited to join the circfe. On sitting down it 
was suggested to him that he become the Dem- 
cratic candidate for Mayor. Mr. Cleveland 
laughed the idea toscorn. ‘* WhatdoI want to 
be Mayor for?” he said. ‘I’ve got all 1 can at- 
tend to, and besides if I wanted an office it 
wouid not be that of Mayor of Buffalo.” The 
conference broke up, satisfied that Mr. Cleve- 
land could not be induced to run. Then came 
the celevrated ‘* Star-chamber” City Conven- 
tion, at Tivoli Hall, engineered by the late 
James G. Muldoon. who was Chairman of the 
City Committee. Admission could oniy be had 
by ticket, and the Commercial that after- 


noon headed its report of the convention 
**Muldoon’s” Picnic, a name which always 
stuck to it. Mr. Cleveland was unan- 


imously nominated for Mayor, and a committee 
of three was appointed to seeif he would accept. 
If not they were instructed to offer the nomina- 
tion to Alderman George W. Patridge. In order 
to tacilitate Mr. Cleveland’s acceptance John C. 
Sheehan, who had been renominated by acclama- 
tion for Controller, was withdrawn and Timothy 
J. Mahoney substituted. It was about 5 o‘clock 
in the afternoon when Mr. Cleveland appeared in 
the convention and made a short speech, in 
which he said tha: he accepted the nomination 
with reiuctance, but would do so because he was 
a Democrat, and as such could not fail to respond 
to the call of bis party. 

The famous veto of the “street-cleaning con- 
tract swindle,” as it was called, Monday, June 
26, 1882, did more than anything else to make Mr. 
Cleveland’s reputation as Mayor, but as a mat- 
ter of fact, its effect was entirely discounted by 
the Aldermen, who—as was said at the time— 
nearly tumbled over one another in their haste 
to rescind their action in the matter before the 
Mayor’s veto came in. This tuey succeeded in 
doing, but the veto was afterward read and or- 
dered received and filed. Its effect, of course, 
bad been entirely forestalled. On the morning 
of the day it was sent in a reporter 
of the Commercial called on Mayor Cleve- 
land to ask for an advance copy of the 
expected veto,to print in the third edition. 
** Weil,’’ said the Mayor, “I’ve got a veto pre- 
pared, and I think it a pretty stiff one, but I 
don’t want to give it to you because I am afraid 
they won’t receive it. It makesa man sick,” he 
continued, *“*to think of their action, and I have 
used some plain language.”” The reporter sug- 
gested that the Council was bound to receive an 
official communication from the Mayor, and 
Honor’s scruples 
about allowing an advance copy to be taken 
were overcome, on the pledge, however, that 
if the document was not read it should not be 
printed. 

We may say that Mr. Cleveland was always 
very clever to the newspaper men, in giv- 
ing out his public documents, all of which he 
wrote himself, after consultation with his clerk, 
the Hon. Harmons, Cutting. We notice a ais- 
patch from Washington says that he intends to 
declaim his inaugural address from memory. 
This is characteristic, and it isan old habit with 
him to write out and memorize what he has to 
say. He did so at the meeting of the Bar 
called to take action on the death of his friend 
Oscar Folsom, when he made a touching and 
beautiful speech. It was thought to be im- 
promptu, but the reporters knew otherwise, as 
they already had the manuscript, word for word, 
as he delivered it. When as Mayor he was called 
upon to deliver the address at the es ap, hed the 
cornerstone of the new Young Men’s Christian 
Association Building, on Mohawk-street, a re- 
porter of the Commercial approached him to ob- 
tain a pledge of the manuscript after the address 
was delivered. ‘Oh, here it is; you can take it 
now,’’ said the Mayor. “I wrote it out, but I 
know it by heart.”? It was the same way with 
his speech at the semi-centennial anniversary of 
the city held July 3, 1882, and also with his speecn 
at the dedication of the Fitch Institute. 





UPHOLDING GEN. IGLESIAS. 

Loa, March 6, via Galveston.—In Con- 
gress Wednesday the electoral discussions were 
resumed. The propositions for convoking gen- 
eral elections and sending a commission to Gen. 
Caceres were debated. Sefior Malpartida an- 
nounced that he had received a note informing 
him of the presence of disguised police officers 
in the House, and added that this knowledge 
would not deter him from freely expressing his 
opinions. Then followed avery violent speech 
in which he attacked the Government and 
Gen. Iglesias personally. particularly accus- 
ing him of having attacked the national 
sovereignty on calling the elections in July last. 
At length the President of the Assembly de- 
nounced the oratur as rebellious, but the latter 
continued in the same strain. Sefior Hernandez 
spoke in favor of Iglesias, characterizing as 
highly unjust the accusations leveled against 
the President, and defending the efforts made to 
ag yd the country. He said that after Caceres 

ad been chastised so severely it would be un- 
seemly for the Assembly to offer him a high road 
to power. This stormy meeting closed with a 
ballot for the first part of the proposition for 
the ratification of the existing powers of 
Iglesias, which was passed by amajority of 44, 








FRIGHTENED TO DEATH. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—Yesterday, 
when Dr. Goersen was hanged, two convicts con- 
fined in the prison were terribly affected by the 
knowledge of what was going on. One man, 
Joseph Barrett, 55 years old, confined in a cell 
near the gallows, showed intense interest in the 


hanging, but all information was denied him. 
His cell was sealed during the execution, but 


Barrett must have heard the  foot- 
steps of the solemn rocession on its 
way to the gallows. hen his cell was 
opened he was’ found dead, and his 


death is attributed to fright. The other man, 
Joseph Taylor, under sentence of death for mur- 
der, became delirious with fear. He heard the 
noise as he sat in his cella few feet from where 
the scaffold stood. The echo of the falling trap 
had hardly died away when the murderer, writh- 
ing in convulsions, with his eyes almost bursting 
from their sockets and frothing at the mouth 
like a mad dog, lay on his cell floor with every 
muscle of his body twitching. His fit lasted for 
five minutes, and was followed almost immedi- 
ately by another. 





TWO PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 

BRADFORD, Penn., March 6.—A lamp ex- 
ploded in the Dunkirk House, on Chestnut- 
street, this morning, igniting the building and 
resulting in the death of two persons, Barney 
Freel, a butcher, and James Marlin, a saloon 


keeper. Freel occupied the room where the fire 
originated and Marlin occupied room No. 16, in 
the third floor, immediately above. Both bodies 
were found near each other, burned beyond 
recognition. A man named Sheppard, 75 years 
old, jumped from a second-sto y window and 
was saved. Jack Wheeler escaped, but was 
slightly burned. O. M. Heller, of Dunkirk, a 
carpenter in the employ of the Erie Road, 
jumped from a third-story window. He is badly 
burned on the face, hands,and back. Before 
the fire could be checked four buildings were 
destroyed. The total loss is about $10,000.

LONG VISIT. 

SENTENCED TO THE KINGS COUNTY PENI- 
TENTIARY FOR THREE MONTHS AND TO 
PAY A FINE OF $750. P 

Unless there be some untoward lunar 
disturbance or a miscarriage of justice. three 
modhs will wax and wane before the places that 
knew Mr. Paul Bauer, of Coney Island notoriety, 
once will know him again. Tides will rise and 
fall with uneventful regularity, blushing maid- 
ens and their gallant escorts will wander to and 
fro upon the shimmering sands of West Brigh- 
ton, hardened sinners will drink the bodiless 
beer and smoke the deadly cigars of the city by 
the sea, the carousals will carouse and “ the 
fakirs” will ** fake,” and the cold and heartless 
world will go on just as it has been going on 
for several years, but in all these festivities and 
joys Mr. Paul Bauer will have no lot or part. 

The unfeeling hand of Judge Moore, of 

Brooklyn, has twisted the strands of Paul 

Bauer’s career, and for three months he will 

dwellat the hospitable hotel of Warden John 

Green, at Crow Hill, vulgarly known as the 

Kings County Penitentiary. At the expiration 


of that period, Mr. Bauer will pay into the 
Kings County Treasury $750, or remain with 


Warden Green 750 days longer. Knowl-' 
edge of the _ disposition to made 
ot him during the joyous Spring months 
was conveyed to Mr. uer in the 


Court of General Sessions in Brvoklyn yesterday 
morning, in the presence of a large number of 
spectators, many of whom are distinguished 
members of the society of which Mr. Bauer has 
been such a conspicuous ornament. The cere- 
monies were extremely simple, but impressive. 
A week or two ago Mr. Bauer, at the instance of 
his counsel, Jere Wernhberg, pleaded guilty to 
keey,ing at Coney Island a clubhouse. at which 
pools on horse races were sold. 

“ There is no earthly chance of your escaping 
conviction,” said Mr. Wernberg to his client, 
“and if you don’t plead guilty you will have to 
stand trial. If you do force a trial the names of 
a great many betting men will be brought into 
the case, and they, too, may be indicted. It will 
do you no good, and will harm them.” 

So Mr. Paul Bauer pleaded guilty to the charce 
on which he had been indicted, and then told his 
friends that the Judge would let him off with a 
fine of $100, or $200 at the outside. Subsequent 
developments proved that Mr. Bauer knew less 
about the judicial mind than about pool selling. 

When Judge Moore took his seat yesterday 
morning he had with him on the bench Associ- 
ate Justices Savage and Sherlock. There was a 
look in Judge Moore’s eyes that rather shook 
Mr. Bauer’s confidence in the fulfillment of his 
prediction concerning the measure of punish- 
ment to be meted out to him, and when he ad- 
vanced to the bar, accompanied ‘by his counsel, 
he didn’t appear to enjoy the situation. In mit- 
igation of his client’s offense, Mr. Wernberg 
urged that Mr. Bauer had given up the club- 
—_ and had stopped all betting around his 

tel. 

Judge Moore looked down at Mr. Bauer and 
his counsel and said severely that it would have 
been a great deal more creditabie to the former 
if he had given up pool selling before he was 
convicted. He had disobeyed the law, and had 
ceased disobeying only when -afraid that the law 
was going to beenforced. ** The keeping of open 
gambling places of this kind,’’ said Judge Moore 
sternly, “ought to be put an end to. It has 
worked immense evil to the community at large. 
It has accomplished more mischief than any 
other form of gambling. These places have 
been run in open detiance of thelaw. it is too 
late to offer to stop them.” 

“Mr. Bauer himself was not engaged in the 
business,” said Mr. Wernberg. ‘* He only owned 
the premises where it was carried on.” 

“The crime is the samein the eyes of the law 
as if he had sold pools himself,” said Judge 
Moore emphatically. ‘The sentence of the 
court, Bauer,” continued the Judge, “is that 
you shall be confined in the penitentiary for 
three months and shall pay a fine of $750 and 
shall stand committed tntil that fine 1s paid, not 
exceeding 750 days.” 

Mr. Paul Bauer gasped for breath, and waves 
of white and red chased each other over his face. 
Not all the condolences of his friends, who 
crowded around the prisoners’ pen, whither he 
was escorted, restored him to his self-possession. 
*“] thought if I pleaded guilty I’d get off easy,” 
he said, with a groan. Without delay Judge 
Moore called up ** Tom” Glass, who had been 
convicted of permitting pools to be sold in his 
saloon, at No. 365 Fulton-street, Brooklyn, and 
told him that he would spend two months with 
Warden Green also, and enrich the county Treas- 
ury by $500. William Peters, who had been con- 
victed of a like offense, was sentenced to 20 days 
in the County Jail and a fine of $100. 

When the * bus” for the penitentiary drew up 
Mr. Bauer objected to riding in the vehicie, 
which is noted for its safety. “*I want a car- 
riage.” he said. This request was denied, and 
when the vehicle started for the penitentiary it 
carried Mr. Bauer, who had an exceedingly com- 
fortable seat on the lap of a negro sentenced for 
keeping a disorderly house, and ** Tom” Glass, 
who managed to secure a position on one of the 
seats. 

For the reasons narrated above Mr. Paul 
Bauer's address till early June will bein care of 
Warden John Green, Kings County Penitenti- 
ary, Crow Hill—a delightful retreat and one 
much patronized by prominent people. 





A FATHER GETS BACK HIS CHILD, 





AFTER SHE HAS BEEN TURNED OVER TO A 
LONG ISLAND FARMER AS A SERVANT, 

The attention of Capt. Jewett, of the 
Tenth Precinct, Brooklyn, was called to the fact 
that a middle-aged man—a farmer apparently— 
and a young gir!, who evidently remained with 
him under protest, were acting strangely ina 
restaurant opposite to the Long Island Railroad 
station, Flatbush-avenue, on Thursday night. 
Policeman Hannigan was sent to investigate the 
matter and he found the couple seated at a table. 
Without any parley he asked the man if the girl, 


who was about 12 years old and neatly dressed. 
was his daughter. Before the man could reply 
the child sprang to her feet, and, running toward 
the officer, said: 

* Oh, no, he isn’t my father, and I don’t want 
to go with him.” 

The man explained that he was Webster Rob- 
inson,a farmer, from Moriches; that he had 
genes the girl from the Industrial Schoo), in 

iliamsburg, and that he was going to take her 
as his servant to his home. The officer reauired 
Robinson and the girl, who said her rame was 
Nora Hensing, to go to the station house. There 
the farmer said that he had gone well recom- 
mended to the Charity Commissioners in search 
of a girl fora servant, and they had sent him to 
the Industrial School. There, he said, he was 
told to pick out any girl he wanted, and he chose 
Nora becayse she was the “likeliest.”” Nora 
told Capt. Jewett that when her mother died, 
last November, her father, who now lives at No. 
8&4 Seigel-street, sent her to the school. She cried 
when the Captain asked her if she wanted to go 
with Robinson, and said she wanted to go back 
totheschool. The girl’s father was sent for, 
and he was very indignant on learning that his 
daughter had been “** put out to service” without 
his knowledge or consent, and expressed his de- 
termination to take her home with him. 

Yesterday morning Robinson, Nora, and her 
father went before Justice Walsh, where Hensing 
said that he was perfectly competentand willing 
to take charge of hisdaughter. Under nocircum- 
stances would he allow her to go with Robinson 
or any other man as a servant. Justice Walsh 
decided that he had a right to keep his child, and 
remarked that it wasa rather curious proceed- 
ing tosendachild away without consulting its 
parents. 

The fact that this farmercould goand take 
away achild without giving any guarantee for 
its safety seemed peculiar, and caused a good 
deal of talk in. Brooklyn yesterday. A reporter 
ascertained at the Board of Charities that Nora 
had been taken to the Industrial School on Nov. 
5 last by an agent of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. er father, it was 
stated, was then in prison for assaulting his 
wife, who died during October. Hensing 
got out of prison last January, and applied 
for his daughter. The soctety found that he was 
living with a woman who was not his wife, and 
refused to give him the child. About a month 
ago Hensing again applied for his child, but as 
the objectionable woman still remained, the ap- 
plication was denied. Hensing was not at any 
time, it was said, a proper person to take care of 
the child, and as for. the Moriches farmer, he 
came to Commissioner Reeve with good letters 
of recommendation from clergymen and others, 
and he was given permission to take a gir] from 
the Industrial School. The same thing had fre- 
quently been done before, and the Commissioner 
saw no harm in it. It remains to be seen whether 
Hensing will be allowed to keep his daughter 
now that he has her.

DESIRE TO SEE NEGLIGENT OFFICERS 


PUNISHED—WORK OF RECEIVER BLYE. 
MiIppLetown, N. Y., March 6.—It is now 
more than three months since the Middletown 
National Bank failed and threw this little city 
into a financial panic. Had it not been for the 
well-intentioned but very irregular method 
taken by the Directors to protect the savings 
bank half the people here would have been 
nearly ruined. A Bank Examiner has gone 
through the books, and, allowing every dollar 
of assets at its reputed value, has estimated the 
total loss at $218,000. When the assigned prop- 
erty is sold and everything is cleared up it 
Will undoubtedly prove to be very much 
spore than that. A Receiver is winding up the 
affairs of the bank as fast as involved litigation 
will permit him to doso. But the business men 
of this place have not yet received any of the 
$400,000 and more “‘due depositors.”” No steps 
have been taken to call to account the President 
who disregarded the orders of the Government, 


or the Board of Directors who failed to take 
notice of plain pen-and-ink entries on their 
books showing them that the bank’s funds were 
being used to help a speculator. 

fhe substance of the whole affairis this: Benja- 
min D. Brown, a grain speculator, brought up in 
this region, and a man who had been somewhat 
prominent in county affairs, succeeded in gain- 
ing the unlimited confidence of the President of 
the bank, Mr. King. and of its Board of Direct- 
ors. Some of Brown's ventures were wild al- 
most tothe limit of imagination, but be was a 
good talker, and succeeded in making other peo- 
pie believe in bim. King was in partnership 
with him in some creamery business, and 
used to allow him to draw on the bank’s 
money. Last Summer the Government found 
it out and ordered a halt. No halt 
Was taken. Brown continued to specu- 
late and to borrow, raising plenty of money 
on his bills of lading, which he offered as securi- 
ty. These bills of lading were attached to drafts 
sent to the Middletown Bank for coilection. 
King used totake off the securities and send 
them back to Brown, who promptly used them 
again asa basisfor borrowing more money to 
buy more grain. Brown drew money from the 
bank in other ways, but it wasin this way that 
he swamped it within 2U days. It was impossible 
to ward off the resistless tide of drafts which 
there was no money in the vaultseto meet. The 
bank went under. ; 

The Directors professed to be stupefied with 
amazement. There were eight of them besides 
President King—H. R. Wilcox, A. L. Vail, Judge 
J.G@. Wilkin, LD. C. Dusenbury, United States 
Senator C. H. Van Wyck, of Nebraska; Daniel 
Corwin, the Cashier; H. T. Hayes, and W. H. 
Ciark. The bank management was left largely 
in the hands of three or four of these men, the 
vthers usualiy acquiescing in what they agreed 
upon. The Directors said when the inevitable 
exposé came about that they supposed King 
stopped jiending Brown money when _ the 
Government told him to do so They 
had no idea, so they claimed, that he had 
been since overdrawipg such enormous sums. 
They had been informed of it by Cashier Cor- 
win, who had discovered it purely by accident. 
Wo record of such transactions appeared on the 
bank books,and the «niy written evidence of 
them was, it wassaid, in a personal memorandum 
book, which King never under any circum- 
stances permitted the Directors to see. The Di- 
rectors were not willing to admit for a moment, 
in the first excitement, that the deficit would 
reack $100,000. They could searcely credit their 
senses, they said, when it became known that it 
would certainly reach double that sum. 

Something must be done. President King was 
chilled before the Directors, fainted away, was 
taken home unconscious in a carriage, and fora 
week it was believed that he was going to die, 
He was unable to make any statement at ali in 
his own defense. Nothing could be found of the 

ersonal memorandum book. Senator Van 

yck was called from Washington. He came 
and found that matters we:e very much worse 
than he had supposed. Brown was called, too, 
and made what the Directurs believed to be an 
assignment of all his property. He got off the 
train at Goshen on-his way to New-York and 
raised a loan on some bonds which he had in his 
pocket all the time he was talking with 
the Directors. It was said on Brown's behaif 
afterward that these bonds were not his to as- 
sign. Fora day ortwothere was talk about ar- 
resting somebody. Just whom it should be no 
one seemed to know. Brown could not be 
found, King was -upposed to be on his death- 
. Nearly everybody in town wasinclined to 
make him the scapegoat of the whole trouble. 
Everybody was astonished when THE TIMEs said 
that the Cashier and some of the Directors had 
been as thoroughly posted about what was 
going on as King was. Depositors began to look 
around ana ask questions, and as the truth be- 
came apparent to them a general feeling of 
Jeniency became a popular demand to see the 
guilty punished. This reeling now increases 
every day. 

The Government sent Bank Examiner George 
T. May here to straighten out matters. He 
found no difficulty in following the bank's trans- 
actions with Brown on the books. If the Direct- 
ors did not find them it was because they failed 
to look. The Examiner did find difficulty, 
though, in discovering any trace of a private 
memorandum book kept by Mr. King. After 
a while Mr. May sent in his report and the Con- 
troller of the Currency. Mr. Cannon, sent A. W. 
Blye, of Syracuse, as Receiver, to wind up the 
affairs of the bank. Mr. Blye’s arrival was not 
hailed with delight by those interested in having 
another man. Senator Van Wyck had urged the 
appointment of a resident of this town who was 
spresumed to be frienaly to the Directors. The 
Controller’s action in sending an old friend of 
his own who knew more about banking did not 
meet with popular favor. Howeyer, Mr. Biye 


has gone quietly about his. work, cutting off ir- 
=— arities at the root wherever he found 
them. 


_ One recent instance, which has been carefully 
kept from the public here, reached THE TIMES’S 
‘correspondent from official authority in Wash- 
‘ington. Some of the Directors of the bank were 
also interested in the local savings bank. One ot 
them, H.-R. Wilcox, was President of it. The 
night of the failure, when it was agreed among 
‘the Directors that the bank was hopelessly in- 
solvent, $26,000 in drafts was taken from the 
funds of the National Bank and transferred to 
the savings bank. Two special messengers 
hurried to take the first train to New-York. 
On their way they met the Asssociated Press 
correspondent, who was on his way tosend the 
news of the failure to the morning papers. The 
messengers -asked him not to do it until next 
day, and he consented. Early the next morning 
the messengers drew the amnunt of the drafts 
out of the National Park Bank in this city. 
When the news was published in the evening 
papers they were on their way home with the 
money. The only excuse offered for this pro- 
ceeding was that it would protect the savings 
bank. and prevent a panic. The Directors of 
the latter institution chuckled ‘at their shrewd- 
ness and good fortune. A few days ago Mr. 
Biye stepped around and told them that he 
wanted that money back. They paid 
it, but they grumbled some. To pro- 
tect the bank Mr. Blye promised to say 
nothing about it, and if it had depended on him 
the public would probably never have heard of 
it. Another time the Receiver defied, out- 
witted, and finally defeated the Sheriff and his 
posse, who went into the bank with the avowed 
purpose of breaking open the yauit, on a writ of 
replevin, to get some bonds which a Chicago 
bank claimed were attached to some of Brown’s 
drafts as security. The Receiver based his eo 
sition on the ground that a Sheriff is forbidden 
by law from taking anything by replevin from 
k& national bank. The depositors and stockholders 
profess to be satisfied that the Receiver is looking 
out for their interests, though the process is 
very slow. Any number of lawsuits are crop- 
ping up in connection with the Nebraska prop- 
erty turned over to the bank by Brown. 

r. Biye told THE TIMES’s correspondent to- 
day that he expected to give the depositors a 
dividend early in April. He furnished this brief 
statement of the bank’s condition:

“This estimate,” said Mr. Blye, “is based on 
realizing $142,091 97 out of the West Point (Neb.) 
property, which is the amount for which we 
carry iton the books. This property is now in 
litigation, the bank’s title being disputed by 
other stockholders in it. If that is lost to the 
bank, it will of course increase the loss to 
$389,669 76, which is a total loss of the capital 
stock, and would call for an assessment on the 
stockholders of $189,669 76.”’ 

“What is your opinion of the value of the 
West Point property?” 

* I feel confident that the bank will be able to 
hold it, and in time I think there will be no diffi- 
culty in disposing of it at its full value. If so 
the bank will be able to pay the liabilities in full 
with an assessment of $89,169 76, or as much Jess 
that amount as can be realized out of the doubt- 
ful paper thrown out.”

But it occurred to the shrewd wife of a cit- 
izen of this place who, with her husband, owns 
some stock in the bank, that the old Directors 
Were at the foot of this new movement, and that, 
having once got the stock away from the pres- 
ent ieved stockholders, they placed them- 
selves beyond reach of the law. This couple ob- 
stinately ref to assign away their stock.

United States District Attorney Root, when 
asked yesterday whether any | gine pran od had 
been begun against Brown, said that none had 
been. The Receiver of the bank went to Mr. 
Root and asked to have action begun, but Mr. 
Root was unable to find any law under which 
he, asa United States Attorney, could proceed 
against Brown except as an aider and abettor of 
Mr. King. As the Receiver had never made any 
complaint against Mr. King, and as he gave Mr. 
Root no further facts, nothing had been done 
by the latter in regard to the matter. All at- 
tempts to get any word from the Receiver as to 
his probable course with regard to Mr. King 
have failed. Itis said nere that the Controller 
of the Currency would like to see any guilty 
parties punishe . But any action seems almost 
sure to involve the Directors, and all of them, 
Senator Van Wyck particularly, are prominent 
and influential men. 

Meanwhile people who visit the County Clerk’s 
office in Goshen observe that since the failure 
some of the Directors who are the heaviest 
stockholders are making considerable transfers 
of personal property. his may not mean that 
they fear an assessment and are looking out for 
themselves, but it 1s very well known here that 
an assessment of 100 per cent., 1f it was paid.

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LAWYER COHEN’S CHARGES. 





THE SUITS TO RECOVER MONEY INVESTED 
IN WEST SHORE RAILROAD BONDS, 

Alfred A. Cohen, a retired lawyer of 
San Francisco, has brought suit in the Supreme 
Court of this State against Charles Lanier, Ed- 
ward D. Adams, Edward Winslow, and Daniel b. 
Safford, the members of the banking firm of 
Winslow, Lanier & Co., and John W. Ellis, who 
wasamember of that firm until August, 1883, 
to recover $150,000 invested by him in West 
Shore Railroad bonds and stocks. Mr. Cohen 
sets forth in his complaint that he was a deposit- 


orfor many years with the firm of Winslow, 
Lanier & Co.,and had every confidence in their 
ability and integrity as bankers; that after they 
became the fiscal agents of the West Shore Com- 
pany they, by personal solicitation and rose-col- 
ored representations, induced him to invest in 
the bonds and stocks of that company. Inas- 
much as one member of the firm was a Director 
of the West Shore Company, and another mem- 
ber was Director of the North River Construc- 
tion Company, Mr. Coben charges that they were 
in a position to know the actual condition of the 
West Shore enterprise, and therefore that they 
deliberately made talse representations to him 
on the subject for the purpose of inducing him 
to invest his money in that enterprise. 

The gist of the case is thus stated in the lan- 
guage of the complaint: ‘“*The misstatements 
and misrepresentations so made by the defend- 
ats and their suppression of material facts 
which would necessarily have affected the action 
ot the plaintiff in the premises constituted not 
only a breach of trust but a fraud on the part of 
the defendants, which, as the plaintiff is informed 
and believes, entitle him to be relieved in equity 
from said purchase, so made, as against the de- 
fendants, and that by reason of the insolvency 
of the said North River Construction Company 
no redress is possible against the said company.” 

The defendants, instead of filing an answer, 
have entered a demurrer, in which they say that 
the complaint does not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action, and that it is de- 
fective, because the North River Construction 
Company. the Receiver thereof, and John A. 
Stewart, H. R. Bishop, D. O. Mills, J. F. Navarro, 
J.J. Astor, Charles R. Flint,and Leland Stan- 
ford, the members of the firm of Maitland, 
Pheips & Co., the Third National Bank, Henry J. 
Hoffman, Lucius Tuckerman, the members of 
the firm of H. Knickerbacker & Co., Henry F. 
areony  (2 the members of the firm of Jesup, 
Paton & Co., and the members of the firm of 
James B. Colgate & Co. should likewise be made 
defendants, but have not been enjoined as such.

THE FORGED READING BONDS. 

The forged coupons of the bonds of the 
city of Reading which were paid on Friday last 
by the City Treasurer were five in number, rep- 
resenting $150. They were forwarded for col- 
lection by Henry Nichols, a broker, of No. 104 
Nassau-street. this city, and duly paid. They 
were discovered to be fraudulent by the City 
Controller, the original coupons having been 
paid in October, 1877, and repayment was de- 
manded. The} city officers’ in asking repay- 
ment stated that the coupons were apparently 
engraved from a genuine plate, but bad had the 
numbers and dates filled in by unauthorized per- 
sons. They believe the coupons to have been 
stolen from the office of the engravers. Mr. 
Nichols yesterday said that he had received the 
coupons from John C. Stockwell, the Ann-street 
old paper dealer. Mr. Stockwell, when asked 
about the circumstances, said that thé five cou- 
pons had been found ina lotof old paper, and 
that he had handed them over to Mr. Nichols for 
collection if they proved to be of value. Further 
than this he could say notning about the matter. 













OLD TURK’S PEACEFUL DEATH AFTER AN 


EVENTFUL CAREER. . 

Old Turk, the venerable horse that has 
been an object of curiosity to Staten Island 
people for many years, died early yesterday 
morning. Old Turk had lived for nearly two 
score of years at the Richmond County Poor 
Farm. There is not a person hving now who 
was either an inmate of the almshouse or con- 
nected with its management at the time that 
the horse first went there to begin his long. 
service. He first became known on Staten 


Island about the year 1842, when_ he 
appeared in the old race course in New-Dorp 
Lane and trotted against and- beat a field of 
horses, among which were entries by_the late 
Commodore anderbilt and Capt. Jacob H. 
Vanderbilt, under the name of Guy Scutis. He 
soon won the reputation of being the fastest 
horse on Staten Isiand, having a record during 
the forties ot 2:50—a good speed in those days. 
He was first the property of Daniel Seabright, a 
rich lover of horsefiesh, and won some valuable 
purses for him on the old Fashion course on 
Long Island. 

After his retirement from the turf Guy Scutis 
served at the stud fora few years. He was next 
heard of at the poor farm, having been sold to 
the county at a low figure, where he was em- 
ployed in neon or in drawing food for the 
paupers. e was always obstinate, and at times 
could not be coaxed or beaten into work. He 
would stand for hours under a lash, and never 
move. That gave him the name of Turk, which 
naturally became Old Turk as the years went by. 
From the records of the poorhouse it is believed 
that at the time of his death he was almost 50 
years old. 

A few eens ago there was a proposition by 
one of the Superintendents of the Poor to sell 
the old horse and buy amore usefulone. This 
proposal brought out a protest from several 
prominent politicians, among whom was ex- 
County Treasurer James R. Robinson. The lat- 
ter went before the Superintendents and offered 
to board and care for the old horse 
at his own expense. It was then deter- 
mined to keep Old Turk as long as 
he lived, and Mr, Robinson, at his own 
expense, built a comfortable stall for him. 
When the ferryboat Westfield blew up at her 
dock in this city about 12 years ago Old Turk 
was standing at the bow of the boat, and exactly 
over where the end of the boiler went crushing 
through the woodwork. He was hoisted 30 or 40 
feet into the air, and came down with the for- 
ward pilot house, landing in the water. The 
hair was all scalded off his back, but he swam 
around to the Battery, which then had no sea 
wall, but sloped down to the water, and walked 
ashore. 

During the rebellion Old Turk was pressed into 
service while a large detachment of regiments 
was in camp on the New-Dorp meadows, and 
hauled the materials for the meals of hundreds 
of men. He wasthen a vigorousand very strong 
animal. He was taken out of the stable one 
night and driven off by a deserter, who got past 
the lines because the sentries thought the rider 
was the sutler. During the last year Old Turk 
had failed rapidly. His teeth became loose, and 
a veterinarian extracted all but two of them. 
He lived on boiled food for many months. His 
hair, tail, and mane had turned fromarich bay 
toasilken white. He was believed to be the 
oldest horse alive,and it is said that several 
museums offered to buy him for exhibition as a 
curiosity.

A DRUNKEN MAN KNOCKS HER DOWN AND 
KICKS HER, 

The spectacle of a little girl, barehead- 
ed, barefooted, and with blood streaming from 
several cuts on her face, who ran into the 
Seventh Precinct Station House, in Greenpoint, 
shortly before 10 o’clock on Thursday night, 
startled Sergt. Reid, who was at the desk. 

** For God’s sake, save me!” cried the little one, 
and then fell fainting to the floor. 

The officer carried her into another room, and, 
after restoring consciousness to the little creat- 
ure, obtained her story.

Mamie Wallace, 12 years old, and that she lived 
with her uncle and his family at No. 523 Manhat- 
tan-avenue. She was accustomed to do part of 
the work in the house, and when her cousin, 
Michael Howard, who is 25 years old, came home 
a little while before that and commanded her to 
get up and get him something to eat she obeyed 
without a murmur. At the time there was no 
one else in the house, and Mamie had gone to bed 
early. Howard was drunk.’ As soon as the

with his fist on her’ temple, _ felled 


his little cousin to the floor. In falling her 
head struck against a chair and an uely scalp 
wound 3 inches long was inflicted. Not content 
with what he had already done the brute began 
kicking her little prostrate body with his big 
hobnailed boots until he kicked her around near 
the window. Notwithstanding that the room 
was on the second floor the child jumped 
through the window tothe ground, 20 feet be- 
low. Stunned for a moment, shaken up, and 
vruised, Mamie lay where she fell for a few min- 
utes, and then got up and painfully made her 
way to the station bouse, a dozen blocks away. 

On hearing her story the Sergeant at once 
sent an officer to arrest Howard. That young 
brute was found asleep and was removed to the 
station house in a very unceremonious way. 
When he saw the pitiable plight to which he had 
reduced his diminutive relative he chuckled and 
boastingly said he was glad he * had licked the 
little devil.’”” Mamie was sent to 8t. Catherine's 
Hospital. Her gra are serious—even dan- 
gerous—and it will be long before she leaves the 
hospital, if at all. Howard was yesterday held 
by Justice Naeher to await the result of the 
child’s injuries.

THE DUDE SMOKED OPIUM.

HE EXPLAINS THAT HE WAS ‘“‘FULL,’’ BUT 
THE COURT IS RELENTLESS, 
Charles White, the keeper of an opium 
“joint” at No. 44 Clinton-place, was arraigned 
in the Court of Special Sessions yesterday. On 
Feb. 24 Capt. Brogan, of the Fifteenth Preeinct, 
made a raid onthe premises kept by the prisoner 
and found seven men there smoking the drug. 


Five of the inmates were discbarged and two 
were hela as witnesses against the defendant, 
Joseph Allen, one of the prisoners, admitted 
having smoked opium on the premises. He said 
that he was a habitual smoker, and knew the 
house to be in operation before the police made 
the raid. James Bradford, the other witness, 
was then called. He was nobbily attired in a 
tight-fitting Prince Albert coat, carried a new- 
market on his arm, and he held a silver-headed 
cane and a high hat in his hand. He was an 
ideal of the creature known as *‘dude.” He de- 
nied having smoked the drug. 

** Well, Officer Reynolds caught you in the 
place,” said the court. ** How do you account 
for that?” 

* Well, Judge, to tell the truth,” he replied 
faintly, **I wasa little bit—a little bit—well, I 
must admit thatI was full,and I don’t know 
how I came to go into such a disreputable 
house.”’ 

“The officer further claims that you had an 
opium pipe in your mouth,” said the magistrate. 
* What is your explanation of this charge?” 

* That I can’t tell,’”’ he answered meditatively, 
*unless some fellow put it in my mouth fora 
joke. I was full, you know, and they could have 
Sone ATO they pleased without my know- 
ing it. 

Assistant District Attorney Purdy said that 
the case was a very clear one, and from the evi- 
dence he thought the prisoner was guilty of the 
charge of selling opium to be smoked on the 
premises. He said he thought it was bad enough 
for a Chinaman to be charged with this offense, 
but it was a crime of moreimportance when one 
of our own race is caught in the act of selling 
this cursed drug, and he implored the court to 
show-no leniency to the accused. 

White was sent to the penitentiary for three 
months and fined $500. This is the highest pen- 
alty of the law. and the only time it has ever 
been imposed-on an “opium joint’ keever in 
-this-city--.Allen-was -fined: $10. Bradford was 
fined $25 and sent to the City Prison for 10 days. 
He was unable to pay his fine and he stepped 
down stairs a very crestfallen *‘dude.”
